PROCEEDINGS UNDER THE IRISH POOR RELIEF ACTS. 

Mat it please your Excellency, 

1. We, the Commissioners for administering the 
Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland, submit to youi Ex- 
cellency this our Thirteenth Annual Report, under the Acts 
for the Relief of the Destitute Poor in Ireland. 

2. The following Tables exhibit the weekly summaries of 
the number and classes of the recipients of relief, in and out 
of the workhouse, since the date to which these tables weie 
brought down in our last Report, viz., the 16th April, 1859, 
to the 10th March, 1860.

the preceding year, viz.. 46,592, by only 47 ; and the mini- 
mum number less by 2,394. The maximum number in 1859 
occurred on the 12th February; in the present year, so far 
as it has proceeded, on the 3rd March. 
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4 Minimum and Maximum Numbers Receiving Relief. 

The cause of the change of time of the maximum number 
has been, as we believe, the great severity of the present 
season; and although a decrease in the numbers occurred on 
the 10th March, the actual number at that time exceeded the 
number at the same time last year by 845. 

3. The number of persons relieved out of the workhouse 
during the year ended 29th September, 1859, bears nearly the 
same proportion to the number relieved in the workhouse as 
it has borne in recent years, and amounts to less than one- 
thirtieth part of the whole. 

In the more recent weeks of the series an increase of the 
number receiving out-door relief has taken place, and at the 
present time the number exceeds that of the corresponding 
period of last year by 739. 

4. The series of weekly summaries is brought down, as 
usual, to a date very near to the date of this Report, and 
contains 23 weeks subsequent to the close of the last financial 
year. We witness in this part of the series for the first time 
during the last ten years a cessation of the tendency of the 
annual number of recipients of relief to decrease. The differ- 
ence between the number at 23rd October, 1859, and the 
number at 23rd October, 1858, was 2,253 ; but from that time 
to Christmas the difference in favour of the current year was 
observed to decrease so steadily that it seemed likely to dis- 
appear altogether before the usual time of the maximum 
number. That part of the series has now been passed ; and, 
as already observed, the difference between the maximum 
number of paupers in 1859, viz., 46,592, and the maximum 
number as yet attained in 1860, viz., 46,545, is only 47 — a 
very slight decrease in favour of the current year. 

We cannot, therefore, anticipate any further annual de- 
crease of pauperism from the cause which has for many years 
past influenced it — namely, the continued subsidence of the 
effects of the famine ; but may expect hereafter a decrease or 
an increase of the numbers directly and solely dependent on 
the favourable or adverse character of the respective years 
which may be compared together. 

As a consequence of the facts last mentioned, the annual 
expenditure in relief will prqbably no longer exhibit a con- 
tinuous tendency to decrease, but exhibit in future years an 
increase or decrease according to the favourable or adverse 
character of the year, and more particularly according to the 
high or low price of food. 

5. Notwithstanding the facts above stated, the comparison

fi We give in the Appendix, as usual, detailed accounts of 
the collection and expenditure of Poor Kates m each union m 
Ireland, as well as the number of the several classes of recipient 
of in-door and out-door relief, derived from the audited ac- 
counts of each union; and we annex maps, m which the 
relative pressure of pauperism m different parts of Ireland is 
indicated by colours. One map relates to the number of 
paupers, another to the poundage of expendituie m relief, 
which on the average is 8 d. in the pound, and a third to 
the expenditure under the Medical Charities Act, which is 
little less than 2d. in the pound ; the whole expenditure being 
an average of 10c^. in the pound. 

7. Comparisons have lately been instituted between the 
operation of the existing laws for the relief of the poor • m 
England and Scotland, with that of the Poor Law in Ii eland, 
and the following particulars noticed 

Firstly— Whereas in England the daily number of paupers 
in receipt of relief is about 4* per cent, of the population, and 
in Scotland somewhat exceeds 4 per cent., m Ii eland the 
average daily number is less than 1 per cent.

settlement of the affairs of certain former unions, the honndaues 
were altered in 1849, 1850, and 1851.

Secondly — Although the annual Poor Law expenditure in 
Ireland has averaged about Is. 6 d. per head on the population 
while that of England exceeds 6s. per head, and that of 
Scotland 4s. per head, the annual expenditure per head upon 
the average daily number relieved amounts to £9 18s. 6 d. 
in Ireland, but is less than £7 in England, and little more 
than £5 in Scotland. 

Lastly — Notwithstanding the larger expenditure per annum 
in Ireland on each person relieved, the cost of actual relief 
which is generally assumed to be identical with the cost of 
maintenance and clothing in the workhouse, is much less than 
the same is in England or Scotland. 

8. The last mentioned result is mainly due to the less ex- 
pensive character of the dietary in Irish workhouses, and to 
cheapness combined with highly nutritive qualities in the 
materials of food, all diets being fixed, excepting hospital diet 
in conformity with the character of the diet used generally by 
the peasantry aiid the working classes in Ireland. 

We have recently laid before your Excellency some very 
interesting reports from our Poor Law Inspectors on this sub- 
ject, which will be found in the Appendix, together with a 
report from ourselves on the whole subject.* 

9. As regards the larger annual expenditure per head on 
. the Irish than the English or the Scotch pauper, it is to be ob- 
served, that in Scotland ^ths of the cases relieved are relieved 
out of the workhouse ; in England about fths, and in Ireland 
only 35 th ; and the total cost of relief per head is accordingly 
least in Scotland, greater in England, and greatest in Ireland 
" — in-aoor relief being more expensive in the individual case 
than out-door relief. 

10. In the Fourteenth Annual Report of the Board of 
Supervision in Scotland, the out-door relief in England and 
Scotland is shown to be very nearly the same in cost, that is 
to say — about Is. 6d. per head per week on the average daily 
number relieved including dependents. 

In Ireland the cost of workhouse maintenance and clothing 
alone amounts to 2s. 3 d. per head per week, consisting of 
l.s. 11 \d. for food and 3 \d. for clothing. 

It is manifest, then, that the out-door relief both in England 
and Scotland, taken as a whole, is only partial relief: for the 
average weekly allowance, Is. 6d. per head, is far below what 
is sufficient, according to the Irish Workhouse expenditure 
for food alone. 

The remainder of what is necessary to life is, in England

and Scotland, supplied from tlie other resources of the 
recipients, viz. : — their earnings, the assistance of their friends, 
or from private charity. 

11. The relief system in Ireland, on the contrary, provides 
everything requisite for the entire subsistence and relief of 
the inmate, excluding rigidly all other resources. It provides 
not only food, clothing, lodging, bedding, fuel, and all other 
necessaries, but medical and surgical aid, medicine, medical 
comforts, and nursing for the sick ; spiritual aid ; and finally 
education for the young. , , , . „ 

When to these purposes are added the whole expense, ot 
the Tool' Law machinery in collecting rates, conducting relief, 
and accounting for the expenditure, it is not surprising that 
the total annual cost should be £9 18s. 6tZ. per annum, or 
3s. 10o!. per week, for each person relieved. 

12. The cost of pauper relief in Ireland exceeds, so much 
in the individual case the cost of relief in Great Britain, that 
the comparisons which have been made induce us to refer to 
some of the most obvious advantages which present themselves 
ill favour of in-door relief. . 

The first of these in importance is the certainty that sufficient 
relief is afforded in each individual case, and that the whole 
cost of what may be called personal relief is directly applied 
to its object. 

It scarcely needs to be observed that all out-door relief 
whether in money, food, or clothing, is liable to much un- 
certainty in each of the above respects. 

Secondly, the persons in need of relief can more readily 
obtain it under a system of in-door than of out- door, relief. 
In practice, applications for in-door relief are seldom rejected, 
because a well-founded belief exists that they are seldom, made 
except by the really necessitous ; and the system of relieving 
applicants almost indiscriminately, though sometimes injurious 
to discipline, exists without danger to property or detriment 
to the industrial habits of the poor. 

Lastly, the in-door system, although the most expensive 
in tlie individual case, is the most economical in the long run, 
and causes the least disturbance of the rights of property and 
of the industrial energy of the working classes. 

13. With regard to the small extent of the average daily 
number relieved, and the sua'gestion founded on it, that relief 
from the Boor Kate benefits too small a proportion of the 
indigent population of Ireland, the following observations 
occur : — 

In-door relief is attended by a greater degree of fluctuation

and change, even in ordinary times and seasons, than out-door 
relief. No individual receiving out-door relief voluntarily 
resigns his position as a pauper ; and consequently the per- 
manent pension list, by far the heaviest incumbrance on the 
English and Scotch Poor Rates, undergoes comparatively 
little change in the course of the year. In Ireland, on the 
contrary, the changes are continual, through discharges occur- 
ring voluntarily on the part of the paupers, and through ad- 
missions freely "granted to the applicant for relief. Thus the 
average duration of residence little exceeds three months; 
and the average daily number, therefore, must be multiplied by 
nearly four in order to obtain the actual number of cases of 
relief occurring in the year. For example, the average daily 
number in receipt of workhouse relief, during the year ended 
29 September, 1859, was 40,369, but the total number of 
cases of relief was 153,706, or nearly four times the average 
daily number. 

In Scotland the number in receipt of relief on one day, 
including dependents, appears to have been 122,013, and the 
number of cases relieved in the course of the year 213,479, 
or less than twice the daily number. In England the means 
of comparison are not furnished. 



14. Again, we believe that the almost universally-received 
opinion, that there are more persons in Ireland needing relief, 
in proportion to the population, than in England or Scotland 
is not well-founded. We find, on comparing the statistics of 
the town electoral divisions with those of the rural divisions 
in Ireland, that the population and number of persons relieved 
stand in the following proportions : — twenty town electoral 
divisions, the largest in Ireland, give as the number relieved 
in half a year from a population of 785,935 persons, 17,290 
paupers, or 2-2 per cent.; the rest of Ireland only 77,561 
paupers, from a population of 5,766,120 persons, or T3 per 
cent. Similar comparisons carried out in England and Scot- 
land would show, we believe, that town populations are gene- 
rally more liable to pauperism than rural populations. Now, 
according to the Census of 1851, the rural and town popula- 
tions in Great Britain were in the following proportions: —

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15. It appears, therefore, that while in Great Britain the 
rural population is only one-half the whole population, in Ire- 
land, it is four-fifths of the whole ; and although the wages of 
agricultural labour are less in Ireland, the ordinary necessaries 
of life are very differently estimated in the rural districts in 
the two countries ; and the cost of obtaining sufficient food, 
clothing, and lodging so much less in Ireland as to more than 
compensate for the difference in the daily wages. The pos- 
session or use of a plot of ground, however small, is also a 
resource possessed by a very much larger proportion of the 
labouring class in Ireland than in Great Britain ; -while fuel 
is obtainable over a large part of the surface of the country by 
labour alone, and without any other deduction from income. 

Finally, pauperism in Ireland is of recent growth and not 
hereditary, except among the mendicants ; and thus the class 
of necessitous persons, which is created by the habit or the 
expectation of receiving out-door allowance on the contingency 
of a cessation or diminution of income, exists to a very small 
extent there. 

From these considerations we are led to believe that the 
number of persons needing relief in proportion to the whole 
population is less in Ireland than it is in Great Britain. 

16. We have for some time past been anxious that the use- 
fulness of the workhouses should be extended, so as to afford 
a more efficient and comprehensive system of relief in hospital 
than now exists for a class of persons who, though not desti- 
tute, are too poor to obtain such advantages for the restora- 
tion of health as are afforded by treatment in hospital, and, at 
the same time, are too far distant from any County Infirmary 
to receive relief in it. We refer more especially to that con- 
stant medical attention, efficient nursing, and proper descrip- 
tion of food which cannot be secured to patients under the Dis- 
pensaries Act. 

17. At present the families of persons disabled by sickness 
and entering the workhouse in the character of destitute poor 
are liable to be required by the Guardians to come into the 
workhouse as the condition of receiving relief, inasmuch as 
the Guardians can relieve them under the first section of 10 
Vic. cap. 31 , either in or out of the workhouse, at their dis- 
cretion ; and the impolicy of relieving the head of the family, 
or any part of a family, in the workhouse without admitting 
the whole, has been, in the earlier years of the Poor Law, 
inculcated very widely, although there is no provision of the 
law making such a condition of relief obligatory on the Board 
of Guardians. 

We do not, however, consider that any restriction of this

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nature ought to be applied to the Cases of heads of families or 
dependent 5 membel's of families receiving relief in the.wotlc- 
house through sickness only. A power already exists of 
admitting individual poor persons, though not destitute, 
affected by dangerous contagious disease ; and we have recom- 
mended that power to be extended to cases of noli-colitagious 
disease or accident requiring treatment in hospital. 

The same provision, if adopted, will admit into hospital 
heads of families occupying more than a quarter of an acre of 
land, without the necessity of their giving Up occupation of the 
land, and so leaving their families without a home, or Wing- 
in <r them with them into the workhouse. There is, as we 
have reason to believe, a very strong feeling existing in favour 
of the proposed extension of the powers of relief amoiig the 
Boards of Guardians of unions in Ireland. 

18. The following table exhibits, in the UsUal form, a classi- 
fication of the cause of death in the workhouse from 16tli 
April, 1859, to the date of the latest Returns previously to 
tlie date of this Report : —

21. A statement haying appeared on the printed proceed- 
ings of the House of Commons, to the effect that the morta- 
lity among the juvenile ininates of workhouses in Ireland is 
excessive, we thought it right to institute a series Of special 
inquiries into the matter, extending to the workhouses bf all 
the 163 Unions. The result has shown that the class Of 
children from two to fifteen years of age is subject to a less 
rate of mortality in wbrkliousOs thail was to be expected 
in institutions serving, to so great an exteht, the purpose of 
hospitals ; hut that the class under two years of age, if riot 
subject to greater mortality thaii iii fotindling hospitals 
and other like establishments, is injuriously affected by in- 
fluences which are inseparable from their maintenance in 
workhouses, and which have already beeh represented by us, 
with a view to some change being made in the law, so as to 
permit infant children, without mothers, to be put out to niii'se, 
and relieved out of the workhouse to the age bf five years. 
A copy of oni- Report to your Excellency on the juvenile

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mortality in Workhouses, as well as the Reports on the same 
subject from our Inspectors, will be found in the Appendix* 

22. We alluded, in our last Report, to the vacancy caused 
in the Roman Catholic Chaplaincy of Galway Union, by our 
removal of the Reverend Mr. Daly from that office. In the 
correspondence given in the Appendix to that Report, it 
appeared that Mr. Daly, on the suggestion of the Board of 
Guardians, endeavoured to retain the office of Chaplain after 
his removal by us, and demanded and received the salary. 
We accordingly instituted legal proceedings against the re- 
verend gentleman himself, and also against the Guardians 
who signed the cheque. 

The latter proceedings were at once followed by a replace- 
ment to the Union account of the sum illegally disbursed, and 
by a refusal of the Guardians to pay Mr. Daly any further 
sum on account of salary, whereupon he ceased to exercise 
the office of Chaplain. Upon this we offered to withdraw 
from the proceedings against him by quo warranto , which 
offer was refused, and the case was argued before the Court 
of Queen’s Bench; and judgment having stood over for two 
months, the writ was finally refused, on the ground that we 
possessed the power of removing a cliaolain at pleasure, and 
could effectually prevent payment of the salary, and did not, 
therefore, need the interference of the Court. 

We subsequently addressed the Roman Catholic Bishop, 
who, pending the decision of this cause, had refused to permit 
any clergyman to accept the office, pointing out to him that 
the terms of the decision showed clearly that we had acted 
within our powers, and again requested him to nominate a 
clergyman for appointment to the chaplaincy. The Board of 
Guardians had also urged on him the necessity of the case, 
and the Bishop named to us the Rev. Mr. Phew, whom we 
have now appointed as successor to the Rev. Mr. Daly. 

The correspondence in this case, since the date of our last 
Report, will be found in the Appendix.! 

23. By the 48th section of the original Poor Law Act we 
are required to “ take order for the due performance of re- 
ligious service in workhouses, and for appointing fit persons 
to be Chaplains for that purpose.” It was never at any time 
considered, in the administration of that Act, that the obliga- 
tion imposed by the above words was limited exclusively to 
the appointment of Chaplains ; and precisely as the Guardians 
of Unions, by the terms of the 41st section of the same Act, 
are empowered under the words “ take order for the relief ot 
the poor,” to provide (although not expressly mentioned in 
» Appendix A. III., page 88. f Appendix A. IV., page 105. 
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the Act), clothing, bedding, and other necessaries, as well as 
medical aid for the sick, books, &c., for education of the 
children, so it was thought that any thing necessary to the 
due performance of religious service, although not expressly 
named, might be provided under the same words in the 48th 
section. Accordingly, in the first introduction of the law, 
the dining-hall was generally assigned for a chapel, and a 
plan of an altar, for Roman Catholic worship, designed and 
distributed to the unions. Such altars have, in fact, been 
placed in the dining-halls of nearly all the workhouses in 
Ireland ; and vestments, together with a few other inexpensive 
articles necessary to the due celebration of mass, provided for 
the use of the Roman Catholic Chaplaim A very few unions 
in the North of Ireland having become exceptions to this 
general rule, by the refusal of the Guardians to provide such 
articles, the Roman Catholic Chaplains and their Bishops have 
repeatedly urged these cases on our attention, and called 
upon us to exercise the power, if we possessed it, of causing 
these requisites to be provided. Having exhausted all means 
of persuading the Guardians to provide what we believed the 
Legislature intended should be provided, we determined to 
ascertain whether we possessed such a power in the matter as 
mi°ht be capable of being applied with success ; and we ac- 
cordingly obtained a conditional order of the Court of Queen’s 
Bench, calling on the Guardians of Newtownards Union to 
show cause why they should not comply with an order under 
our seal, to supply certain requisites therein set forth. The 
Guardians having shown cause against this rule, two of the 
three .Judges present allowed the cause shown, and the other 
Judge expressed the opinion that the Court ought to make 
the rule absolute in regard to articles expressly designated in 
the order of the Commissioners. 

One of the adverse judges at the same time threw out 
the suggestion that any authoritative direction from us to 
Boards of Guardians on such a matter ought to be included 
in a general order to all unions, and not to be addressed by a 
special order to any particular union. This course we have 
it under consideration to adopt, by including, with your Ex- 
cellency’s approval, as required by law, in our next issue of 
General Regulations for the Government of Unions, a direc- 
tion to the Guardians, in the terms of the Act itself, to “ take 
order for the due performance of religious service” for each 
denomination of inmates, by providing such articles as may 
he necessary for that purpose. 

24. We have recommended some time since an alteration 
of the law for the purpose of transferring the ownership of the 
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workhouses from ourselves tq tjie Boards of Guardians, taking 
sufficient security for that property being continued to be 
applied to the uses intended by the Legislature, 

We were led to this chiefly by the embarrassment incidental 
to our position in having to conduct, suits at law in which the 
Guardians are the parties directly interested; and by the 
practice lately adopted by some of those Boards, of repudiating 
the payment of our costs, whether the proceedings are success, 
fvfl or the contrary. The recent adverse decision of the Court 
of Queen’s Bench in the Clonmel case has confirmed us in this 
yipw — a full account of which case will be found in a letter to 
the Lords of the Treasury, which we include in the Appendix.* 



PROCEEDINGS UNDER THE MEDICAL CHARITIES ACT. 

1. We now proceed to submit to your Excellency the 
Eighth Annual Report of our proceedings under the Medical 
Charities Act, having received your Excellency’s permission to 
combine the two Reports, heretofore made separately, in one. 

2. The following Table exhibits the numbers of cases in 
which relief was afforded under this Act, distinguishing those 
in which the patients were attended at their own homes, from 
those in which they were attended at the Dispensaries in each 
Province, and in the whole of Ireland, for each of the seven 
years, ending respectively on the 30tli September, during the 
whole of which the Act lias been in full operation : —

8. Comparing the figures for the two last years in this table, 
it appears that the number of cases in which medical relief was 
afforded at the patients’ homes, in the province of Ulster, was. 
somewhat smaller in the latter than in the preceding year; 
whereas, in each of the other three provinces, the number of do- 
miciliary cases has increased for the latter year, especially in 
Munster, where the increase has exceeded 5,000 cases. In Ulster 
there has been a diminution in the number of cases attended at 
the dispensaries also, in the year ended 30th September, 1859, 
as compared with the preceding year. In each of the other 
provinces there has been, on the contrary, a considerable in- 
crease for the last year in this class of cases, amounting, in 
Munster, to nearly 10,000 cases. For the whole of Ireland 
there has been an increase for the last year in the number of 
both classes of cases ; the total number of cases being 776,391, 
of which upwards of one-fifth were attended at their own 
homes. 

4. The details of the medical relief afforded in each union 
and in each dispensary district, will be found in Appendix D, 
Table No. 2. 

5. The following table exhibits the expenditure incurred 
under the Medical Charities Act in each province, and for all 
Ireland, for the seven years ended September 29, 1859, the 
latest period up to which the half-yearly accounts have been 
audited. The expenditure given for the last of these years 
includes, besides, the expenses incurred in the performance of 
vaccination under the Act to make further Provision for the 
Practice of Vaccination in Ireland of 1858. "We have hitherto

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had occasion to remark upon the uniformity of the expenditure 
under the Medical Charities Act, which had either fluctuated 
slightly, or risen inconsiderably. The last of the years in the 
table, compared with the preceding, presents an increase of 
expenditure amounting to £6,611 — an increase contributed to 
by each province. The increase in question is to be attributed 
nearly entirely to the following circumstances: — 1st, that the 
salaries of the Dispensary Medical Officers, which, till 1858, 
had risen by nearly the same amount from year to year, have, 
during the past year, been increased at about three times the 
usual rate ; and 2ndly, that last year’s expenditure includes, 
for the first time, that incidental to the operation of the Act 
for the Promotion of Vaccination of 1858 —

6. The next table gives the total expenditure incurred 
under the Medical Charities Act and Vaccination Act, 1858, 
for the year ended September 29, 1859, arranged under the 
heads specified in the table. In the Appendix will be found 
the expenses incurred in the maintenance of the Dispensaries, 
and in carrying out the Vaccination Act for the same period 
in each union and in each Dispensary District, arranged under 
the same heads.*

7. Under the heads of Kent of Dispensary Buildings, Books, 
Forms, &c., and Salaries of Apothecaries, the expenditure for 
the last differs hut little from that of the preceding year. 
Under the head of Medicines and Medical Appliances the 
expenditure for the last is less than that of the preceding year 
by upwards of £600. During the year ended September 
29, 1859, the salaries of the Dispensary Medical Officers

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have been raised so as to make the expenditure under this 
head £64,000 against £61,266 for the preceding year. 

The amount expended under the head of “ Vaccination 
Fees and Expenses” consists of £3,742 in fees and £283 in 
other expenses attendant on vaccination ; but the amount of 
the former does not represent the entire annual sum, nearly 
half the sums payable according to the returns of successful 
cases not having yet been liquidated. 

8. The average poundage on the valuation of Ireland to 
provide for the increased gross expenditure exhibited in the 
above table is somewhat under twopence in the pound. The 
average poundage for 1858 was T84rf. in the pound; it is now 
T95d. : a poundage not so high as it would otherwise be in 
consequence of the still progressive increase of the valuation 
of Ireland. In 1858 the rate was struck on a valuation of 
£12,091,562; it is now struck on a valuation of £12,213,620. 

9. Very few changes have been made during the past year 
in the arrangement of the dispensary districts. In the Boyle 
Union the electoral divisions constituting the Keadue Dis- 
pensary District with two Medical Officers, and which, on the 
first formation of dispensary districts under the Medical 
Charities Act, formed the Riverstown and Keadue Districts, 
very unequal both in population and area, containing respec- 
tively two and nine electoral divisions, have again been formed 
into two districts, but of nearly equal population and area. 
The two newly-formed districts, the Ballyfarnan and Keadue 
Districts, contain respectively five and six electoral divi- 
sions, and differ little in population. Each district has now 
the benefit of a Managing Committee of its own. The por- 
tion of the Glen ties Union that constituted the Glenties and 
Fintown Dispensary Districts has been re-arraiiged. The 
Fintown District contained three electoral divisions; and 
the former Glenties District, seven; and the two districts 
differed still more in population than in area. Under the 
recent re-arrangement the electoral divisions of the former 
districts have been formed into the Ardara and Glenties Dis- 
pensary Districts, each containing five electoral divisions, 
and not differing greatly in population. 

10. During the past year midwives, to take charge of 
women in natural labour, have been appointed in one or more 
dispensary districts of six unions. In Omagh Union a mid- 
wife has been appointed for the Omagh Dispensary District ; 
in Inishowen Union, one for theMoville Dispensary District; 
in Milford Union, one for the Ratlimelton Dispensary Dis- 
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trict; in the Clogheen and Roscrea Unions, one fop each of 
the Dispensary Districts of the same name ; and in the Stra- 
bane Union, a second midwife for one ; apd two for each of 
file other dispensary districts of the union. 

11. In a few districts the numbers of members of Dispen- 
sary Committees have been increased, with the view of afford- 
ing to the sick poor greater facilities for procuring tickets for 
medical relief. 

12. The Act to make further provision for the Practice of 
Vaccination in Ireland, 21 & 22 Vic. cap. 64, has now been 
in full operation for nearly a year ; and we are now able to 
speak with some confidence, from experience of its operation, 
respecting the efficacy of the Act. The difficulties complained 
of in the last Medical Charities Report as having been ex- 
perienced in some dispensary districts in prevailing on the 
Committees to divide their districts into vaccination districts, 
and to procure house accommodation for the performance of 
vaccination in each, were soon overcome ; and in every 
dispensary district in the country the facilities for vacci- 
nation provided by the Act have been offered to the poor. 
There is now no dispensary district which has not been 
divided into vaccination districts. Under the provisions of 
section 13 of the Medical Charities Act, still in force, it is 
the duty of the Dispensary Medical Officers to vaccinate all 
persons applying to them for vaccination at any time. In 
addition, under the Act 21 & 22 Vic. cap. 64, there are now 
provided (the Dispensary Stations, 1,011 in number, included) 
2,298 stations, pretty uniformly dispersed over the country, 
where, on two occasions each year, in spring and autumn, the 
Dispensary Medical Officers attend, after public notice given 
of the day, hour, and place, of their attendance, to vaccinate 
all persons applying for vaccination, being residents of the 
dispensary district, and fit subjects for the operation. 

13. The following table shows the numbers of vaccinations 
annually performed by the Dispensary Medical Officers for 
the seven years ended September 30, 1859.

14. Comparing the two latter tables, we perceive already a 
remarkable inequality in the operation of the Vaccination Act, 
1858, in the different provinces. In Leinster the vaccinations 
for 1859 are not twice those for 1858: whereas in Ulster and 
Munster the vaccinations for 1859 are nearly three times, and 
for Connaught considerably more than three times those for 

1858. 

15. The figures of the first of the above tables show that 
the operation of the Act to make further Provision for the 
Practice of Vaccination in Ireland of 1858, has been attended 
with a remarkable amount of success, justifying fully the 
anticipations expressed in the Medical Charities Report of last 
year. It appears that the number of vaccinations for the year 

1859, is nearly treble that for 1858, and is nearly double that 
for the year 1856, in which the number of vaccinations rose 
to nearly double the average of previous years, in consequence 
of panic occasioned by an alarming prevalence of small-pox 
throughout the whole of Ireland. Again, the number of 
vaccinations for 1859 nearly equals the probable number of 
annual births amongst that part of the population having a 
fair claim to gratuitous vaccination. In paragraph 12 of the 
Medical Charities’ Report for 1856, reasons are assigned for 
believing that the number of children annually born in Ireland 
of parents entitled to dispensary relief, and between the ages 
of two months and one year, is about 145,000. The number 
of vaccinations by Dispensary Medical Officers for 1859 does 
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not fall much short of this number. If, therefore, we could 
assert that the operation of the Act 21 and 22 Vic., cap. 64, 
is uniform, and may reasonably be expected to be permanent, 
and permanently to secure in each dispensary district nearly 
the complete vaccination of the children of the poor born in 
each year, we might perhaps rest satisfied with the existing 
enactments for the promotion of vaccination, under the per- 
suasion that, in a few years, nearly the whole population would 
possess the protection from the danger of variolous contagion 
that vaccination is capable of bestowing. But, a comparison of 
the vaccinations performed by the Dispensary Medical Officers 
for the years 1858 and 1859, in each union, and in each 
dispensary district, together with what we have learned by 
the inspection of a considerable number of the vaccination 
returns from dispensary districts, in which the numbers 
vaccinated have much exceeded the usual amount, clearly de- 
monstrates how wide of the truth these assertions would be. 

16. In the first place, the most extraordinary, and sometimes 
extreme discrepancies exist in different dispensary districts, 
and even different unions, in the returns for 1858 and 1859. 
In a very considerable number of dispensary districts and 
some unions, the vaccinations for the latter year are fewer 
than for the former. Thus, in the Borris Dispensary District, 
Carlow Union, we have —

In the Palmerstown Dispensary District, South Dublin 
Union, we have 154 vaccinations for 1858, and 141 for 1859. 
In Knocktopher Dispensary District, Thomastown Union, 
there were 214 vaccinations in 1858, against 44 in 1859. In 
some instances, this diminution in the numbers vaccinated in 
1859, compared with 1858, extends to every Dispensary Dis- 
trict in a union.

Giving, for the union, 1,591 vaccinations in 1858, against 682 
in 1859 — a falling off to considerably less than half the vac- 
cinations of 1858.

17. The singular facts just adduced appear to justify the 
conclusion that local and accidental circumstances have had 
much influence in determining the amount of vaccination in 
different districts. Where these circumstances have favoured 
the operation of the legislative provisions for the promotion 
of vaccination, as where panic occasioned by the prevalence 
of small-pox in a district has caused a rush to the dispensa- 
ries and vaccination stations, or where individuals of the 
Clergy, or Guardians, or members of Dispensary Committees, 
have taken a warm and active interest in promoting vaccina- 
tion, and combating the prejudices the poor entertain against 
it, and in favour of small-pox inoculation ; or where the 
Medical Officer of the district, having little private practice, 
has had it in his power, without incurring pecuniary loss by 
neglecting his private business, but, on the contrary, with 
considerable addition to his income, to devote a great part of 
his time to the vaccination of the poor — impressing upon them 
its great benefits, and sometimes offering it from house to 
house— then the consequence has been a great, and sometimes 
an astonishing increase of vaccination, with the highly grati- 
fying result of 140,411 vaccinations for 1859. Where, on the 
other hand, the local and accidental circumstances have been 
counteractive of the Vaccination Act, then, as has occurred 
in numerous instances, there has been little or no increase, or 
even more or less considerable falling off in the number of 
vaccinations for 1859 compared with that for 1858. 
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18. Without doubt, the large increase of vaccination in 
1859 is attributable to the operation of the recent Vaccination 
Act taking effect upon a large arrear of unvaccinated cases ; 
but it is also clear that, in the numerous districts in which it 
has failed, its provisions were not strong enough to neutralize 
the causes tending to produce a contrary effect. Nor can 
we, with confidence, anticipate that in those districts where 
it has sigllally succeeded its success will be permanent. In- 
deed, in whatever districts it has occasioned a very great 
number of vaccinations, its very success has a direct tendency 
to weaken or destroy a motive which has certainly been more 
powerful than any other in contributing to that success. For 
example, let us suppose a mountainous district, with a popu- 
lation of 6,000, and an area of 40,000 acres, no uncotamon 
case, in which, for two or three successive yBal-s, 1,200 persons 
shall have been vaccinated, producing £60 remuneration each 
year to the Medical Officer. This amount of vaccination will, 
probably, at the end of this time, leave the district with few 
or no subjects above one year old unvaccittated ; and the 
pecuniary inducement to extraordinary exertion, on the part 
of the Medical Officer, will thenceforth depend alone on the 
annual number of births amounting to about 200, and pro- 
ducing certainly less than a sixth part of the previous remu- 
neration. The exertions the Medical Officer would be under 
the necessity of making to secure the vaccination of this 
small number of children, scattered over his whole district, 
hy visiting houses from which they had not been brought to 
him for vaccination, &c., would not be very much less than 
were required for the larger number ; and it would be vain, 
under the circumstances, to expect such exertions to be 
usually niade. 

19. Secondly — We have learned, by the inspection of a 
considerable number of the Vaccination Returns for 1859, 
laid by the Medical Officers before their Committees, and 
forwarded by them to the Boards of Guardians; that these 
returns uniformly testify that a very large majority of the 
persons vaccinated were upwards of one year old ; a very 
considerable portion of these persons are aged between one 
and ten years ; a smaller, but stiff considerable number, are 
aged between ten and twenty years; and vaccinations of 
persons between twenty and thirty years are by no means 
Uncommon. Assuming what is highly probable, that the 
state of things exhibited in these returns is general, and that, 
in the country at large, as in the districts from which the 
returns in question have been received, much less than a 
fourth of the whole number vaccinated have been under one 
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yettf old. This alone is aii evil of very great magnitude) and 
urgently demanding remedy. So long as it shail bo the 
practice of the poor Hot to procure the vaccination of more 
than three-fourths of then' children, till they have reached the 
ages of two, five, ten, or twenty years, the benefits of vdCtth 
nation will be proportionally impaired, and many deaths from 
snmll-pox must occur which would have been prevented by 
early vaccination. 

20. These considerations force upon us the conclusion that 
the legislation of 1858 has not yet secured the vaccination of 
the poor in Ireland as completely as we could wish. We 
observed in the Medical Charities Report for 1856, as fol- 
lows: — “These circumstances have brought us to the con- 
viction that some legislative remedy is imperatively required 
for the state of things we have described, the continuance 
of which, without check, we cannot contemplate without 
alarm. We are persuaded that much benefit would result 
from the enactment of any system of compulsory vaccina- 
tion; hut that it is especially worthy of consideration whether 
it would not be advisable to extend to Ireland the Act for 
compulsory vaccination now in force in England, in conjunc- 
tion with the English Act for the Registration of Births, 
Deaths, and Marriages, without the aid of which it is difficult 
to see in what manner compulsory vaccination could be 
effectively enforced.” 

21. In the course of last summer and autumn a very small 
number of cases were reported by the Dispensary Medical 
Officers, as presenting the symptoms of Asiatic Cholera ; but 
in no instance did the disease spread so as to assume an 
epidemic character. We regard these cases, therefore, as 
having been merely severe cases of English Cholera. 

22. The numbers of cases of Scarlatina, Small-pox, and 
Fever (Typhus and Typhoid), attended by the Dispensary 
Medical Officers during the last year, are given for each 
quarter in each province, and for the whole of Ireland, in a 
table in the Appendix.® 

23. The returns of the numbers of cases of these three diseases 
for 1859 do not differ materially from those for 1858. The 
number of cases of Scarlatina is rather greater for last year — 
2,981 against 2,966 for 1858. There is an inconsiderable de- 
crease in the number of cases of Fever for last year — 8,043 
against 8,379 for 1858. On the contrary, the number of cases 
of Small-pox has risen from 565 for 1858 to 964 for 1859.

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For reasons, however, assigned at paragraph 30 of the Medical 
Charities’ Report for 1858, we place no reliance on these 
numbers as truly indicating the condition of the disease. 
The Dispensary Medical Officers’ Quarterly Returns of last 
year contain also a very small number of cases of Diphtheria.

I. — Circulars. 

No. 1 . — Carr of Lunatics in Workhouses. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sis, November 3, 1859. 

Tiie Commissioners for administering tbe Laws for Relief of the Poor in 
Ireland have observed from the returns of the number of Lunatics Idiots 
and Epileptics, in the Workhouses of the Unions in Ireland, that this class 
hare been recently on the increase, and there is reason to think that for 
some tune at least, if not permanently, it will continue to increase a dis- 
position having been shown to relieve Lunatic Asylums of the pressure upon 
their space, by transferring, with the consent of the Board of Guardians, 
in each case, harmless incurable lunatics to the Workhouses. 

Although tbe Commissioners feel it would be more satisfactory that 
those poor persons should be maiutained in Asylums expressly constructed 
for the purpose, they cannot guard effectually, as past experience has 
shown, against their introduction into Workhouses, especially when there 
is so much vacant space through the decrease of the number of paupers. 

It becomes the more incumbent on tbe Commissioners to insure by 
every means in their power the proper treatment, as far as circumstances 
will admit, of lunatics in Workhouses. 

By a return recently obtained under the signature of the Medical Offi- 
cers of W or khouses in Ireland, it appeared that of 2,047 lunatic, idiotic, and 
epileptic inmates, “there were 277 requiring curative treatment; 813 per- 
sons whose eases were of an incurable nature, but who required medical 
treatment or constant care and attention, while the remaining 957 were 
persons incurable, but harmless, and not unfit to remain in tbe Workhouse 
and mix generally with the other inmates.” 

As to the first class it is unnecessary to state that eases requiring cura- 
tive treatment ought to be removed to a proper curative asylum as soon 
as admission can be procured for them. Until such opportunity arises 
every exertion ought to be made to carry out the views of the Medical 
Officer m regard to the treatment of such lunatics. 

Regarding the class who are incurable, but harmless, and who in the 
opinion of the Medical Officer may be allowed to mix generally with the 
other inmates, there is nothing to suggest beyond a vigilant attention to 
iem on the part of the AY orkhouse Officers in order to prevent them, as 
far as practicable, from being annoyed by, or giving annoyance to, the 
other mmates, or to each other; and in order that the opinion of the Medical 
Officer may be taken from time to time as to any necessity which may 
appear to arise for separating any such case from the general body of tbe 
inmates. 

-The class described as incurable, but requiring medical treatment, or 
constant care and attention, appears to be a very small one in most of the 

C 
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Workhouses. In some Workhouses, however, the number, is such as to 
make it a matter of much importance that properly qualified officers, de- 
voting their whole services to this department, should be appointed. Whe- 
ther inmates of this class be associated together, or kept in separate cells, 
it is of the first importance that they should enjoy air, exercise, and, if 
possible, amusement or employment, and for those purposes the ordinary 
yards attached to their dormitories or day-rooms in the Workhouse are 
usually most inadequate. 

Ill all cases it seems desirable that this class of inmates should be al- 
lowed access at suitable times, and for a sufficient space of time daily, to 
the grounds surrounding the Workhouse building and yards, and for this 
purpose, as for others, that they should be in charge of trustworthy offi- 
cers not being pauper inmates of the Workhouse. 

The dietary for every class of lunatics is under the special care of the 
Medical Officer of the” Workhouse, subject to the Board of Guardians ; 
and there is little doubt that his suggestions in that respect, when pro- 
perly put forward, will be carried out. 

It may be desirable, in some cases, that additions or improvements should 
take place in the exterior or interior of the premises used for lunatic in- 
mates, and that baths should be provided, and other requisites for main- 
taining health and cleanliness ; and any suggestion of this or any other na- 
ture proceeding from the Inspectors of Lunatics should receive attention 
from the Poor Law Inspector, with a view to the right steps being adopted 
by the Board of Guardians. 

' The Commissioners forward herewith for your information that part of 
the return above alluded to which relates to your District, and they re- 
quest that in your future Reports of the Inspection of Workhouses, you 
will be good enough to include in them, on every occasion, a Report on 
the general condition and treatment of the lunatic, idiotic, and epileptic 
inmates.

No, 2. — itELiaiotrs Instruction in Workhouse Schools.

’ Tlie Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor 
in Ireland have had their attention drawn to a Circular Letter which ap- 
pears to have been recently issued by the Commissioners of N ational Edu- 
cation to the Managers of Schools in connexion with the National Board, 
ill which reference is made to the following Rule of the National Board 
u If any child of a religious persuasion different from that of the Teacher 
of any National School, attend during the time or times set apart for 
religious instruction given by such Teacher, it shall be his or her duty on 
the first attendance of every such child, during the time for such religious 
instruction given by such Teacher in such School, forthwith to notify the 
same to the Parent or Guardian of' such child on, and by, a form to he 
furnished by the Commissioners.” 

The Circular requires, that when a new Teacher is appointed to a School 
and takes part in giving religious instruction in it, he or she shall regard 
all children of a religious persuasion different from his or her own, who 
may attend or be present at such religious instruction, as coming within 
the operation of the Rule, and shall serve such notice immediately upon 
their first attendance, after his or her appointment, notwithstanding that 
notices may havebeten formerly issued to tlie patents of the saffie children, 
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by liis or her predecessor, or that under ids or her predecessor the pa- 
rents of the children were exempt in any manner from the operation of the 
Rule. 

As the Circular in question appears ,to have teen issued io Workhouse 
Schools as well as to ordinary National Schools, the Commissioners deem 
it right to call your attention to the fact, and to point out to you that iiei- 
|er the Circular nor tlie Regulation to which it refers is applicable io 
Workhouse Schools, and that the Notice required to be served upon tlie 
Parents of Children attending the School, under the circumstances con- 
templated, could not properly be served by the Teacher upon tlie Pareiits of 
Children attending a Workhouse School; the children in a Workhouse 
being under the immediate control of the Guardians of the Union who 
must, ho referred to as to every matter relating to the Schools and the 
time of attendance, whether of all the children, or of particular children.

Ihe Commissioners for administering the Laws for Belief of the Poor 
m Ireland have had their attention drawn to a statement which appears to 
have been made at a meeting of Workhouse Medical Officers, held in 
Dublin, on the 17th instant, to the following effect : 

“At present the Poor Law was .sucli that Paupers who were affected 
with diseases which required hospital attendance, could not be ad- 
mitted into the Workhouse Infirmaries unless they toot in the 
whole of the family with them.” 

The Comniissmners trust that no such misapprehension as to the true 
s ate of the Law, as that which appears in the above passage, exists on 
the pai t of the Board of Guardians ; but the Commissioners nevertheless 
t link it right to endeavour to prevent any such erroneous impression on 
tlie subject gaining ground. 

The Commissioners have therefore to state, that there is no pfovisioh 
of the Irish 1 oor Relief Acts, nor any Regulation of the Commissioners, 
which requires the members of the family to enter a Workhouse wlieii fife

j. ”’Tc iS 'wyer a provision (1 & 2 Vic. c. 50, sec. 58.) which makes

the Dietary of the Labouring Poor in Ireland.

’ The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor 
in Ireland had the honour to send for the information of His Excellency 
the Lord Lieutenant, as part of the Appendix to their letter of the 7th 
June, 1859, copies of two Reports, one from then- Inspector, Mi. Lob 
son, on the Diet of the Working Classes in the Counties of Antrim Down 
Armagh and Monaghan, and the other from Mr. Wdluim Hamilton, on 
the same subject, in relation to the Counties of Wexford, Kilkenny, 

Waterford, and Tipperary. . . ... 

The Commissioners have, since the date of that letter, received a similar 
Report from each of the other Poor Law Inspectors, and axe now, there- 
fore, in possession of a series of such Reports, extending to the whole of 

They now beg to submit to His Excellency the entire series of those 

K They take the same opportunity of again submitting, m connexion with 
the entire series, the following observations on the subject of the Dietaries 
in the Workhouses of Ireland. 

It has been supposed that the exclusion of the comparatively expense e 
articles of meat, cheese, tea, and butter, which are more or less used in 

the Workhouses in England, from the ordinary Workhouse dietaiy m 
Ireland was a measure of necessity, adopted under the pressure ot finan- 
cial exigencies of the famine period. That, however, was not the case ; 
for on the first introduction of the Irish Poor Law, none of those articles 
formed part of the ordinary dietaries introduced. In the Workhouse 
Hospitals, not only meat, but every other description of nourishing loo 
and stimulants were provided, as they have always been, for the use of 
the sick, under medical direction ; but the ordinary, or house diet, as it is 
called consisted mainly of milk, or buttermilk, with oatmeal stirabout, 
for breakfast, and of milk, or buttermilk and potatoes for dinner. 

On the occasion of the famine, potatoes became unavailable tor con- 
sumption in the Workhouse, and were replaced chiefly by Indian meal. 

It was at this time that, acting in accordance with the published views 
of the Board of Health, it was thought advisable to introduce as large an 
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admixture as possible of fresh vegetables with the milk and cereal food, 
and for this purpose the vegetable soup was introduced, which has been 
for so many years used, together with bread made of whole meal of wheat, 
as one of the dinner meals. It might have been provided that the soup 
should be made thick with meal, rice, peasemcal, or other such articles ; 
but the object was to have it well thickened by an admixture of onions, 
leeks, and other vegetables, and to rely on bread as the substantial part 
of the meal, following therein another recommendation of the Board of 
Health, to the effect that the cereal food should be given in a solid rather 
than a liquid form. 

The Order which is now in force for the regulation of the dietaries bears 
date 5th February, 1849, and will be found at page 61 of the Second 
Annual Report and it will bo seen, on reference to it, that the form of 
dietary there laid down was a minimum allowance, which the Guardians 
might exceed or vary, on the advice of the Medical Officers from time to 
time, subject to the approval of the Commissioners. 

Annexed to this paper is given a complete series of the Circulars to 
Inspectors and Boards of Guardians to the present time, on the subject of 
diet, which will explain the views entertained from time to time by the 
Commissioners, and urged by them on the attention of the local authorities. 

Correspondence with individual Boards, on the subject of the dietaries, 
has been of frequent and almost continuous occurrence ; and has of late 
years been directed mainly to the necessity of having as much change and 
variety in the succession of meals as possible. 

Concurrently with improved financial prospects of Unions, and an 
increase of general prosperity in Ireland, the Poor Law Union Boards 
have been led to adopt, from time to time, improvements in the dietary • 
and it will be seen that in the Circular of 31st March, 1859, 38 Unions 
are mentioned as having already adopted the practice of making meat an 
ingredient of soup for the ordinary House diet. 

The objects of the Circular of 31st March were to make this practice 
more general through the voluntary action of the Union Boards; to intro- 
duce a tea diet for the more infirm and delicate inmates not in Hospital ; 
and to accomplish as far as might be the very difficult task of obtaining 
variety in the House diet with the use of articles consisting of cereal food, 
milk, and fresh vegetables only. Since the issue of that Circular, a great 
number of the Union Boards have adopted, either wholly or in part, the 
recommendations contained in it. 

The use of meat in the soup as practised heretofore in Ireland, and as 
recommended in the Circular of the 31st March, must not be regarded as 
an attempt to introduce the use of meat as an article of ordinary diet in 
the manner in which it is used in English Workhouses. Notwithstanding 
an almost universal concurrence of Medical authority in Ireland in favour 
of a substantial meat diet, the Commissioners think that very serious 
objections to that measure still exist. 

In the first place, meat is not an ordinary article of food in the diet of 
the Irish labourer or peasant, nor even in the diet of the Irish farnjer, 
taking the lower and most comprehensive grade of that class. 

The impolicy of using meat under these circumstances is not to be 
judged of merely by the degree of temptation it may offer to adult persons 
to enter the Workhouses, regarding which, in truth, the Commissioners 
do not entertain much apprehension, nor is it to be looked at merely as a 
question of fairness, or a question of expense. As regards the children’s 
class, the Commissioners’ desire has always been, that young persons 
brought up in Workhouses should be provided with some humble service 
outside as soon as possible after the age of 12 or 13 years, because their 
continuance in the Workhouse after that age is liable to be attended by 
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bofh mental and physical deterioration, as observed in paragraph 21 of 
the Sixth Annual Report. Now, although the successful result of the 
discharge of young persons from the Workhouse (as evidenced in para- 
graph 'ft of the Sixth Annual Report) , is, on the whole, satisfactory, tjie 
Sreat impediment to its ’success is a feeling of disappointment which a boy 
or girl naturally experiences on first entering service, and taking, in 
exchange for school exercises and play-ground, a life of labour under the 
watchful eyes of an employer. Some of them are unable to withstand 
this change on a first trial, and therefore return to the Workhouse. This 
disposition' of the pauper child to return to the Workhouse would, the 
Commissioners apprehend, be much increased by the establishment for 
this class of a regular meat dietary in the Workhouse, as it is quite 
unlikely they would find any similar diet in the service of their employers. 
This forms perhaps the most serious objection to the introduction of meat 
as an ordinary article of diet in Irish IVorkhu uses, or otherwise than on 
Medical authority, and for remedial purposes. _ 

An opinion has prevailed, that because the dietaries of English Work- 
houses are much more expensive than those of Irish Workhouses, and 
because the former are not redundant or wasteful in quantity, that the 
Irish dietary must be very deficient in nutriment. 

This is a ’mistake however, which has been exposed by English Medical 
and Chemical authority of the very highest character ; for it has been 
found, on careful analysis, that tfie cheap Irish dietary contains not only 
more nutriment,’ but more nutriment of the azotised, and therefore more 
valuable kind, than the expensive English dietary.. 

The solution of this apparent anomaly is very' simple. The expensive 
articles of meat, cheese, butter, and tea do not contain nutriment in 
proportion to their costliness, or at all to be compared with the nutriment 
obtained for the same money value in oatmeal, Indian meal, whole meal 
of wheat, milk, and buttermilk, which are the staple articles of the Irish 
Workhouse diet. 

For example, Dr. Carpenter has affirmed that 1 6 ounces of buttermilk, 
or one pint, contains as much nutriment as a quarter of a pound of meat. 
Now in most parts of Ireland where butter is made for exportation, a 
gallon of buttermilk can be purchased by retail for less than two pence, 
t.e. at the rate of one farthing per pint. Now, a quarter of a pound of good 
meat is worth, both in England and Ireland, about three halfpence ; and 
assuming the high chemical authority above quoted to be correct, here is 
at once a proof' that the same amount of nutriment may be liad by the 
use of one article of food which it requires six times the expenditure to 
procure from another article. 

We believe that this and similar comparisons furnish the true explana- 
tion, not only of the difference in cost of a sufficient Workhouse dietary 
in England, and a sufficient Workhouse dietary in Ireland, liut of the still 
more difficult social problem, liow a poor man, not occupying land, and 
earning in Ireland one shilling per tjiem, can support a wife and four or 
five children, and pay his rent and purchase clothing., 

In conclusion, the Commissioners desire to state that they have thought 
it might be more convenient to include the whole of what they wished to 
submit to His Excellency on the subject of dietary in Ireland in one 
separate Report, rather than to make it part of the General Annual 
Report-- which it -will be their duty to make to His Excellency at a later 
period.

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Reports from Poor Law Inspectors on the Dietary of the Chil- 
dren of the Labouring Poor in their Respective Districts, 
Enclosed in Foregoing Report. 



1. Mr. Robinson. — District comprised in the Counties of Antrim, 
Armagh, Cavan, Down, Londonderry, Louth, Monaghan, and 
Tyrone. 

Gentlemen, Holywood, Belfast, May 20, 1859. 

I beg to inform you that, in accordance with the instructions contained in your 
letter of the 13th instant, l have made inquiry into the nature of the diet used by 
the children in the families of the lowest class of the rural peasantry in my district, 
and also into that of the lowest class of the population resident in towns, but main- 
taining themselves by labour. 

I have obtained information on this subject from persons acquainted with the 
circumstances of the poor, in different parts of this country, and I have also visited 
the houses of many of that class residing in the towns of Belfast, Armagh, and 
Monaghan, as well as in the rural districts of the counties of Antrim, Armagh, 
Down, and Monaghan. 

I have the honour to forward to you a return containing the result of my inqui- 
ries in each case as well as extracts from communications made to me upon the 
subject. 

The poor persons whose houses I have visited may be divided into three classes — 

1. Those supporting themselves altogether by agricultural labour. 

2. Those who labour, while members of then* families weave. 

3. Those who maintain themselves altogether by weaving. 

The diet of the labouring classes in agricultural districts consists principally of 
oatmeal or Indian meal porridge, and potatoes, with buttermilk. The proportion 
of potatoes consumed varies according to the season of tlie year ; but I think that 
at present they are used, on an average, at one meal. 

In some cases the heads of the family have tea, and flour, or oatmeal cake for 
breakfast ; and whenever this is the case, a portion is given to the children, who 
almost invariably partake of whatever food their parents are able to provide. 

Occasionally a piece of bacon is obtained for Sunday’s dinner, and sometimes 
herrings or eggs are substituted for the usual dietary ; but the consumption of 
these article's, as well as of tea, varies according to the circumstances of each 
labourer, some being unable to procure them at all ; while others, whose means are 
increased by the earnings of then- wives or children at weaving or other work, have 
tea three or four times a week, and bacon always once a week ; and, perhaps, more 
frequently. New milk hardly ever forms part, of the diet. In most cases the chil- 
dren have three meals in the day, those cases in which they have only two bein'" 
quite the exception ; and, in general, they are taken at regular hours. 

The provisions I saw in the different houses appeared to be of good quality, and 
tolerably well cooked ; but I was unable to obtain accurate information as "to the 
quantity of food consumed by children. There very rarely appears to be any fixed 
allowance for the family ; but, except in some of the most indigent cases, the chil- 
dren receive enough to satisfy their appetites. ' 

The weavers, when trade is good, fare better than the persons I have described ; 
but their diet, both in quantity and description, is much more variable, as their 
income is more fluctuating. 

Porridge or potatoes and buttermilk is their principal food; but they are able, I 
believe, to procure bacon or coarse meat and tea more frequently tlian^ the agricul- 
tural labourer, and sometimes, but not often, a little new milk. 

The children of weavers, as well as of other poor persons, get the same descrip- 
tion of food as their parents ; and their general appearance, both in towns and in 
the rural districts, was healthy.

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Extracts from LetteIIs addressed to Mr. Robinson in reference 
to the Diet of the Poorer Classes. 

County Londonderry, Magherafelt Union. — From Mr. Pollock, 
Relieving Officer. 

The greater part of the labouring classes get stirabout for breakfast, dinner, ana 
supper.° Some get potatoes and milk for dinner, and stirabout for the other two 
meals. The meals in almost every case taken, are three in each day. 

County Cavan, Cavan Union.— From Mr. Bell, Believing Officer. 

The poor labouring classes, in -winter season, can only procure potatoes and 
milk. It may be the' father gets occasionally a little calf’s flesh ; but his children 
have to live on potatoes and milk three times a day. I speak of a mail whose 
family is under fourteen, and unable to help him. In the summer, time it is better, 
as he can earn more; they generally have water stirabout and milk. foil breakfast; 
potatoes and herrings, or eggs, or it may bo calf’s flesh, occasionally for dinner; 
anti potatoes and milk, or water stirabout, for supper, as they can procure it. 

County Louth, Ardee Union. — From Mr. Duffy, Relieving Officer. 

In reference to your inquiry about the diet of children of the lowest class of 
labourers in this Union, I beg to state that the number of meals per day are tliree- 
Breakfast. — Indian meal, stirabout, and buttermilk. 

Dinner. Potatoes with buttermilk. Meal bread is often used instead of pota- 

toes. They also use vegetables dressed with lard or butter. In the winter season 
hen-inis are much used, and m many cases eggs. 

Supper —Is the same as breakfast. This does not include children under three 
years, who, together with taking a part of the above dietary, get bread boiled, in 
sweet milk, and stirabout with sweet milk. 

Of the above there is a sufficiency. 

County Antrim, Ballycastle Union. — From Mr. KeLly, Relieving Officer. 

The food generally given (to children) is potatoes and milk, and stirabout and 
milk when the former cannot be obtained. The number of meals given in the day 
of this diet are three, when it can he provided by their parents ; but very frequently 
by Some of the lower class only two meals. 

County Down, Lisburn Union.— From Mr. Sinclair, Relieving Officer. 

I went through a large district of Down, and got all the information I could. I 
called in a great many houses, hut only send you those of the labouring class who 
are always employed in the fields. (Mr. Sinclair’s returns are attached.)

2. Mr. R. Hamilton. — District comprised in the Counties of 

Donegal, Cavan, Fermanagh, Londonderry, and Tyrone. 

Gentlemen, Kilamcrenan, June 20, 1859. 

In reference to your letter of the 13th instant, No. 119 — M/59, request- 
ing me to make inquiry into the nature of the diet used by the children in the 
families of the lowest class of the rural peasantry in my district, I have the honour 
to inform you, that since my return from leave of absence, I have endeavoured to 
obtain the information you require throughout my district. 

I found the people rather unwilling to give the particulars I wanted ; and there- 
fore I had to collect the information through parties on whom I could place 
reliance. 

I have received a large number of returns from all parts of my district; but as 
it seems unnecessary to send them all to you, I have selected ten cases for the 
county Londonderry, ten for the county Donegal, ten for the county Tyrone, and 
ten for the coimty Fermanagh. 

The cases given by me have been received from different quarters. 

I think they will give you a general idea as to the quality of the food used by 
the lower classes in the different counties. 

In the comity of Londondeny, and also in the neighbourhood of towns, the 
lower classes appear to use a more varied and better description of food than in 
the other parts of my district. 

The food of the people in the coimty of Donegal seems to be inferior, both as 
regards quantity and quality. 

I have been informed by pei'sons well acquainted with the condition of the people, 
that the labourer in regular employment is able to use a much better dietary than 
the small occupier of land. 

At present employment is abundant, and wages are greatly advanced ; whilst 
provisions are cheaper than for some years past. 

The dietaiy which seems to be generally in use amongst, the lowest classes of the 
peasantry is — for breakfast, stirabout and buttermilk ; for dinner, potatoes and 
buttermilk ; and for supper, stirabout and buttermilk. 

The children invariably take their meals with their parents, and I think that in 
nearly eveiy case, they have three meals in the day. 

It is extremely difficult to ascei-tain the quantity of food consumed by a family; 
and the statements made to me on this subject are conflicting. 

Where the provisions are purchased weekly, one -would suppose the information 
to be tolerably correct, but on inquiry you And that dogs and poultry (generally 
a good many), and very often a young pig, are fed in the house. 

The average cost for maintenance outside of the house seems to be about a shil- 
ling a week for each member of the family. 

A man in full employment, with 'a wife and five children, over seven years of 
age, appears to purchase about 40 lbs. of meal, seven stone of potatoes, and thirty 
quarts of buttennilk. 

I mention this as several cases of the kind are returned to me. 

In the workhouse, a family of that description, if fed on such aiticles of food, 
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would consume according to the allowance generally given, about thirty-three lbs. 
of meal, about eleven stone of potatoes, and forty-nine quarts of -buttermilk. 

Considering that no dogs or fowl have to be fed out of it,; the allowance for the 
children in the Workhouse would be quite equal to their share, of the food purchased 
by a labourer such as I describe. 

' As to the cooking of the food I know the peasantry are lii the .habit of making- 
cakes from meal, flour, and potatoes mixed, and these cakes are used at all their 
meals, and they are in the habit of giving their children occasional pieces during the 
day. Although it is not stated in the returns I have received, still I am pretty 
well satisfied that more or less tea is used in almost all the families in the country. 

The other day I went into a small shop in a remote village of the County 
Donegal, and the man of the house told me he purchased 30,000 eggs from the 
peasantry about him every week during the summer, and he said he sold on an 
average .£30 worth of tea in a week. 

It is rather a remarkable fact that in all the returns I have received, there is not 
a single case in which new milk or annual food of any kind appears to be used by 
the children. Where the circumstances of the family are tolerably good, the 
luxuries indulged in seem to be more for the gratification of the adults than for 
the nourishment of the children. 

I have no doubt as to the children in the Workhouse being quite as well fed as 
the majority of the children of the lower classes outside of it, and in many places 
the Workhouse dietary is much superior to the food of the peasantry. For instance 
in Glenties Union several families are returned to me as living on about four lbs. of 
potatoes per day for each member of the family, without any variety. 

The children outside of the Workhouse have tiie advantage of free air and unlimited 
exercise, which of course is conducive to health ; but still I think they are as subject 
to Scrofula and other diseases as the children in the Workhouse. 

Whenever a child is affected with disease an effort is invariably made to send it 
to the Workhouse if possible. The healthy children in this part of the country 
are employed from the age of ten years, and in consequence, only the very youn^ 
and the delicate children remain in the Workhouse. 

The young children are employed in herding cattle, and although it mav be 
conducive to their health, I think it has a very injurious effect on them generally. 

Their education is entirely neglected ; and they acquire habits of idleness they 
seldom lose. J

3. — Mr. Bourke — District comprised in the Counties Donegal, 
Leitrim, Mayo, Roscommon, and Sligo. 

Gentlemen, Ballina, June 25, 1859. 

I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 13th May, 
directing me to make a minute inquiry into the nature of the food used by the 
children in the families of the lowest class of the rural peasantry in this district, 
and also into that of the lowest class of the population resident in towns but 
maintaining themselves by labour, and to report the result with reference, more 
especially, to the quantity, quality, and cost of the several articles of food ; the 
degree of variety in the meals ; and the regularity with which they are supplied ; 
and to annex a summary, in a tabulated form, of the information procured, together 
■with any observations occurring to me, upon the subject, and any additional particu- 
lars not provided for in the forms which accompanied your letter. 

In pursuance of these instructions, I have made particular inquiries into the 
subject in various parts of this district, and annex the details of the consumption of 
food in a few families variously situated in the district, so far as I have been able 
to obtain them of a trustworthy nature, without creating suspicion or giving offence. 

There is no difficulty in comiflg to a conclusion from these cases. The food of 
the lowest class of married labourers having families is at present the same in town 
and country, and consists of potatoes. Buttermilk is used during the season when 
it is abundant ; but for the greater portion of the year the sole accompaniment of 
the potato is a salt herring or other dried fish. 

Such is the constant food throughout the year of every member, young or old, 
of the family of the labouring man, with a wife and three or four children, whose 
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subsistence is derived from liis daily wages alone. When potatoes are dear lie 
substitutes Indian meal. 

In preparing the returns which give the details you require, I have thought it 
most convenient to reduce all articles of provision to a uniform price — as otherwise 
the statements would be of little use for purposes of comparison. But at present the 
market price of potatoes varies in this district from 2\d. a stone, or Is. 8 cl the cwt. 
to 4 cl and 2s. 8 cl ; buttermilk from \d. to 1 cl per quart ; and Indian meal from 96'. 
to 10s. Gel the cwt. I have adopted^ mean of 3$ cl a stone for potatoes; f cl a 
quart for buttermilk ; and 10s. a cwt. for Indian meal. 

A glance at these returns will suffice to show that with wages not exceeding 6s. 
per week the labourer has no easy task in providing food, lodging, fuel, and clothing 
for his family, and that his food must needs be of the plainest and cheapest 
description. Indeed it is difficult to conceive how, without some additional resource, 
he can procure all the necessaries of life of even the commonest kind. But it may 
serve to explain the excess shown in the returns of expenses beyond wages, if we 
remember that almost all labourers rent land for a potato crop, which being tilled 
after working hours, or by the females and children of the family, affords the 
staple article of food at less than market price. It also enables them’ to keep a pig 
fed upon the small or bad potatoes, and sold at a profit when the crop is exhausted. 
And the resources of the family are further eked out by the sale of eggs, and some- 
times (though rarely) by the industry of the wife in knitting. 

In the class next above this, when the labouring man has something more to 
depend upon, whether wages occasionally earned by his wife and children, or the 
occupation of a cabin and plot of ground at a low rent, the diet is varied by the 
introduction of eggs, and the use of sweet milk for the younger children. Cabbages 
likewise are grown and eaten, boiled with oatmeal and a little salt. 

Proceeding higher to cases where, besides the head of the family, one or more 
members are in constant employment, tea begins to enter into the consumption ; 
but it is seldom indulged in ; never more frequently than once a week. 

Meat is, as far as I can understand, scarcely ever consumed by the labourer’s 
family except upon rare occasions, such as Christmas or Easter, or' during summer, 
when new bom calves are brought into market and sold cheap. 

In summer the labourer’s family takes three meals. The breakfast at about 
eight or nine o’clock ; the dinner about two o’clock ; and supper in the evening at 
whatever hour the labourer comes in from his work. In winter there are but two 
regular meals, the breakfast at a later hour than during summer, and the dinner 
at four or five o’clock, on the labourer’s return from work ; and it would seem that 
during that season the children only have supper, consisting generally of a few 
potatoes roasted at the fire. 

There is little doubt that the condition of the labourer’s family might be improved, 
aud his resources rendered more productive, by better management on part of his 
wife. But the fact is, that beyond boiling potatoes and making stirabout, she knows 
nothing whatever of cooking; nor does she possess the skill in household manage- 
ment requisite for making small means go as far as possible. After full allowance 
for the many difficulties in her way, it is yet true that by better domestic economy 
she could add much to the comfort of her family. But the Irish peasant seems to 
have no appreciation of comfort, and inured from early youth to long fasts and 
frequent deficiency of food, he grows up careless as to what he eats, and capable 
of undergoing without inconvenience long periods of abstinence. The men are, for 
the most part, all smokers, and would generally rather lose their dinner than their 
pipe. The habit cannot, however, be indulged in at a less cost than lOdL per week. 

The children of the very poorest classes get no sweet milk, and it seems strange 
how they can dispense with this aliment without more loss to their physical 
development. The deficiency is to some extent supplied by the infants being kept 
unusually long at the breast; and certain it is that the general appearance of the 
children from infancy to ten or twelve years of age is robust and healthy ; and 
when they reach that period of life circumstances arise which improve the food of 
the family ; either their resources are augmented by more of them being able to 
earn wages, or the boys obtain engagements as farm-servants, or employment in 
England dining harvest ; and hence the rising generation of Irish peasants, taken 
as a whole, is not apparently inferior in strength to that of other countries; though 
how much further that strength is capable of development may be estimated by 
observing its increase in those who, as domestic servants, recruits, or otherwise, 
enter at an early period of life upon the enjoyment of a better diet. 
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If I might be allowed to draw a comparison between the diet of children in a 
Workhouse, and those belonging to the lowest class of labouring families. I should 
unhesitatingly pronounce in favour of the former ; for although simple and far from 
abundant, the Workhouse dietary is superior in the important article of sweet 
milk: and has the advantage of being uniform in quantity and regularly supplied. 
And for these, amongst other reasons, the Workhouse children in this district are 
not inferior in appearance to the generality of those in the lowest class of the peasantry, 
unless perhaps in freshness of complexion, the result of greater exposure to the 
air. But I am convinced that if a child were to remain in a Workhouse till fully 
grown up, he would require for the complete development of his strength an 
increase in the quantity and an improvement in the description of food beyond 
what is now generally supplied.

4. — Dr. Brodie — District comprised in the Counties of Galway, 
Roscommon, and Mayo. 

Gentlemen, Galway, June, 1859. 

I have the honour to report that, in accordance with the instructions contained 
in your letter of the 13tli ult, I have made minute inquiry into “ the nature of the 
diet used by the children in the families of the lowest class of the rural peasantry 
in my district, and also into that of the lowest class of the population resident in 
towns, but maintaining themselves by labour and I now take leave to submit a 
tabular statement, showing the quantity, quality, and cost of the several articles of 
food, the degree of variety in the meals, and the regularity with which they are 
supplied, »S:c. 

It is not easy to obtain precise and definite information upon the habits of the 
labouring poor in matters of dietary, as there is a good deal of variety in their mode 
of living, according as the locality is favourable to obtaining good wages, to the 
ability of the children to contribute to the support of the family, &c. 

Stirabout made of oatmeal for breakfast, and potatoes for dinner and supper, with 
milk, are the staple articles of diet. In one case only is Indian meal stated to be 
used in conjunction with oatmeal. The quantities of meal and potatoes consumed 
are in excess of the usual Workhouse allowance; and where buttermilk is cheap 
and plentiful a large quantity is used. The use of new milk is confined to infants 
and very young children. 
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For a regular and continuous supply of milk tlie Workhouse child is better pro- 
vided for than the child outside, especially in those Workhouses where milk is given 
at dinner instead of soup, or milk at supper, which is the case in a large number of 
the Unions in my district. 

In and about towns and villages there is generally an effort to procure some flour 
or baker’s bread, with tea or coffee, for breakfast on Sunday morning. The use of 
those latter articles is becoming more extended and general amongst the lower 
classes of the population. 

While the principal portion of the meals is composed of the articles stated, a 
greater variety than appears in the “ table” exists in the adjuncts, called by the 
poor people “ kitchen.” Coarse fish, salt herrings, eggs, cabbage dressed with lard, 
&c., are used as opportunity and means permit. Unfed veal, which in some places 
is very cheap, is occasionally used. 

With respect to the times at which the meals are supplied, I am of opinion no 
great regularity exists, except as to those of the working portion of the family when 
employed. The younger members of the family are not so much provided by a 
number of regular stated meals as by usually laying aside for their use a portion of 
the cooked general meal ; a raw potato to roast or a boiled one to crisp will be 
almost always found at hand for the young children. In this point the Workhouse 
rules make a sensible difference to young children upon coming into it. 

Striking an average of the cost of the articles of consumption set out in the table, 
and allowing for the cost of necessaries in the Workhouse, the expense appears to 
be about the same as that of the average of a healthy inmate of a Workhouse.

5 . — Mr. Otway — District comprised in the Counties of Dublin, 
King’s County, Louth, Meath, Westmeath, and Tipperary. 

Gentlemen, Nenagh, July 2, 1859. 

In reply to your letter of the 13th of last May, I herewith forward for the 
information of the Commissioners, in the tabulated form as suggested, information 
as to the dietary of the labouring classes in the South Dublin, Tullamore, Mullin- 
gar, and Drogheda Unions, as obtained for me by the Relieving Officers of these 
Unions, whom I respectively cautioned to use eveiy means in their power to obtain 
the exact truth in each case. The return from the Union of Nenagh I made out 
myself, and I am perfectly acquainted with the facts of the case. 

The diet of the labouring classes, speaking from my own knowledge, has, within 
the last seven or eight years, been much improved, both as to quality and variety ; 
and the diet of their children and dependents has necessarily improved also. Before 
the famine, potatoes, with occasionally milk, was almost the sole diet of the great 
bulk of the class to whom I allude ; now, wholemeal wheaten bread, Indian, and 
oatmeal stirabout, and even tea and sugar, as well as milk, is used not merely occa- 
sionally and as a great luxury, but almost generally; but although the diet of the 
labouring class and their children has unproved, the diet given in the Workhouses 
in my district to children is better as to quality, quantity, and regularity as to times 
of meals, than that given to children in the houses of the population who live by 
labour — agricultural labour, either in rural districts or in towns, I should say much 
better. 

The chief difference betiveen the diet of the loAvest class of peasantiy in the rural 
districts and in toAvns is, that in the towns they use more meal and bread, and less 
potatoes, and more tea and sugar or other equivalents, and less milk.

The above cases do not refer to any particular families, but are fair samples of 
the general manner of living of the classes to Avhich they refer. I have obtained the 
information from parties competent to judge, and I have every reason, from my oavu 
personal observation Avhen visiting the poor, to believe it to be correct. 

Average Avages, about 
25s. per Aveek. Breakfast each day, 3 lbs. of bread, 2 ounces of butter, * ounce of tea,

The head of the family, M. K., is what is here called a cottier-labourer; he has 7s. 
a-week wages (constant work) ; he has a cottage and nearly two acres of land, for 
which he pays £2 14s. a-year, and he has also the grass of a cow, for which he pays 
£2 8s. a-year; he has a donkey, with which he draws turf-mould from the bog as 
manure ; he keeps a pig, sometimes two, and his wife keeps and rears poultry (ducks 
and hens) ; she sells the young ducks and chickens and eats and sells the eggs. The 
pig and poultry account for the large consumption of potatoes, as they get the leavings 
liberally. The wife also makes and sells some butter. Their cottage is kept in good 
order, and the man, and wife, and children well clad ; they have a few pounds saved 
and never trouble the Loan Fund. 



6. — Mr. Crawford — District comprised in the Counties of Dublin, 
Kildare, Kilkenny, Queen’s County, Wexford, and Wicklow. 
Gentlemen, Dublin, July 1, 1859. 

I have the honour to inform you that, in conformity with your instructions of the 
13th May, No. 119, M/59, I have made inquiry relative to the dietary used by 
the families of the lowest class of the rural peasantry in my District, and also into 
that of the population resident in towns, but maintaining themselves by labour. 

With respect to the rural peasantry, I find that the principal part of the dietary 
consists of Indian and oatmeal in about the average proportion of two parts of the 
former to one of the latter ; the total weekly consumption of these articles in a family 
consisting of six individuals amounting to about two and a-half stone. 

There appears to be very little variety in the diet of the lowest class of the work- 
ing population, the general dietary consisting of stirabout and milk, with a change 
on Sunday to a breakfast consisting of white bread and tea. 

Instead of the stirabout, potatoes are frequently used when the price of this com- 
modity is below Aid. per stone ; but when the price rises above this amount the 
lowest class of labourers earning Is. a day wages cannot afford to use them. 
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No. 6, 7.] and the Dietary of the Labouring Poor. 

I annex a tabular list of six different dietaries, the first four of which may be 
taken as fair samples of the dietary used by the common country labourer, whilst 
the last two may be taken as examples of the diet used by a party residing in a 
town, who receives a rate of wages somewhat exceeding. the average.

7. — Mr. Lucas — District comprised in the Counties Clare, 
Limerick, and Tipperary. 

Gentlemen, Port Euan, June 16, 1859. 

In compliance with instructions contained in your communication of the 13th 
ultimo, No. 119, M/59, I have completed my inquiries into the nature of the diet 
used by the families of the lowest class of the labouring poor resident both in towns 
and rural districts, and I have the honour to report the result. 
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I'lie Cases selected reside in the counties of Clave, Tipperary, and Limerick, and 
consist of the lowest class of the population maintaining themselves by labour ; their 
inode of living may be taken as a criterion of the general condition of others of 
their class. They exist eritirely by the fruits of their labour, and have no other 
auxiliary means to better their condition beyond their daily wages. There exists 
a large class Of cottiers who rent “ mock” land for growing potatoes, and who pay 
their rent in either labour or money, who have pigs and goats ; but this class I 
have not considered to come within the scope of my inquiry. 

I find that in the rural districts potatoes and sour milk taken together form a very 
considerable portion of the diet of the peasantry, in fact, it is their general food, and 
is only varied by the accidents of the season, and when potatoes are scarce and 
dear; then coarse bread and stirabout made of Indian meal are substituted. 

Potatoes for the last two seasons have had the recommendation of cheapness; 
they can be cooked with more facility than any other article of diet, and consume 
less fuel in the process; moreover it is stated, that they can be eaten with less milk 
than if bread were used, and when used without milk, which frequently happens, 
they eat palatably with salt. The continuous high price of new milk has placed 
that article of diet without the reach of the labouring poor. The article used, 
although described as “ skim-milk,” is sour and thick on delivery, and from which 
every particle of cream has been extracted and removed. 

The quantity of food consumed by the class in question, and the regularity with 
which their families receive their meals, must depend upon the constancy of employ- 
ment of the head of the family, and the wages he can obtain. As, however, labour 
is in considerable request, their condition is only affected by bad weather and other 
circumstances over which there is no control. I am informed that in weeks of 
scarcity “ the money earned is always ihadc to match” — in fact, by buying less food 
than is sufficient for the family. 

In busy seasons and in harvest the labourer is frequently dieted by the person 
he works for, and that tends to improve the condition of tlie family at home. 

There appears to be little variety in the meals of the labouring poor resident 
in the rural districts ; but in towns they occasionally use bread, tea, coffee, &c. 
In no instance could I ascertain that any animal nutriment is used, except that 
which is derived from milk. 

Having carefully compared the Workhouse .dietaries at present in general use in 
my district with the nature and quantity of the food ordinarily obtainable by the 
labouring poor burtliened with families, I have no hesitation in affirming that in 
point of nutriment and variety the comparison is decidedly favourable to the Work- 
house dietaries. Take, for example, the case of the family resident at Rathkeale, 
whose weekly expenditure is about 6s. 6c7., and contrast it with the cost of mainte- 
nance solely of the family of inmates of the Workhouse of that Union, where, with 
favourable contracts operating to lesson -tfie cost of food, they could not be main- 
tained much under 10s. weekly. I have placed in juxtaposition the quantities of 
food obtainable by this family weekly under both circumstances, namely : 

Out of Workhouse, In Workhouse, 

Existing by Earnings. Supported by Poor Rate. 

24}lbs. Indian meal. 14}lbs. of Indian meal made into 

281bs. Brown flour. stirabout. 

28 Quarts of sour milk. 251bs. 6 oz. Wholemeal bread. 

3}lbs. White bread. 

524 pints of skim-milk. 

24} „ new milk. 

It will here be seen that although the quantity of solid food usually used by this 
family is greater than the Workhouse allowance, still that is met by more nutritious 
and suitable food, and an adequate allowance of new and skim-milk, most essential 
elements for the development of the growth of children. A like comparison in the 
other cases is equally favourable to the Workhouse regimen, and I need hardly add 
that as regards bedding, clothing, and personal cleanliness, the contrast is also 
favourable to the recipient of Workhouse relief. 

I append in a tabulated form the . particulars of the information which I have 
obtained on the subject of this inquiry.

Gentlemen, Fiddowii, Plltown, .] une 2, 1850. 

I have the honour to inform you, that in accordance with your instructions of 
the 13th ultimo, No. 119, M/ 59, I have made inquiry into the nature of the diet 
used by the children in the families of the lowest class of the rural peasantry in 
this district, and also into that of the lowest class of the population resident in towns, 
but maintaining themselves by labour, and I now beg to report to you on the subject. 

The modes of subsistence of the labouring classes in Ireland, up to a compara- 
tively recent period, had long been an enigma — this, happily, is no longer the case as 
regards a vast majority of them. 

The supply of labourers has latterly been so much less, and the demand for them 
so much greater than Avas the case a feAV years ago, that their condition as regards 
employment, and money Avages, has been gradually and steadily improving, Avere 
it not for the high prices of proA'isions Avhieh ha\ r e prevailed dining some of the 
periods of this progressive improvement, the condition of the labouring classes would 
probably be better iioav than it actually is. For some time, hoAveA r er, prior to the late 
rise in the prices of provisions, the labouring classes Avere, as regards regular 
employment, money Avages, and cheap food, better off in this part of Ireland than 
perhaps at any former period: food Avas abundant and cheap, there was ample 
employment, and Avages Avere comparatively high. Very recently the prices of the 
A-arious necessaries of life have increased from fifteen to twenty per cent. I need 
not say that e\ r en a trifling increase in the price of any article of general 
consumption is sensibly felt by the labouring poor ; in the course of my present 
inquiry I heard and saiv enough to convince me that the supply of mere food, to 
say nothing of other necessaries for the children of this class, eA 7 en Avith the highest 
rate of Avages, and the loAvest market prices, is still far from what is generally 
imagined. 

The accompanying returns, Avhieh I have arranged according to counties, shoAV, I 
think fairly, the general nature of the diet used by the children in the families of 
the loAvest class of the rural peasantry, and of the loAvest class of the population 
resident in toAvns, but maintaining themselves by labour. 

As to the question, in Avhat degree the Workhouse dietaries ordinarily in use 
correspond Avith, or exceed, or fall below, the diet generally in use among the 
loAvest part of the labouring population outside the Workhouse, I beg to obseive 
that Avhere the head of a family is dieted by his employer, as is not unfrequently 
the case Avith this class, Ills Avages are merely sufficient to maintain his family on 
the loAvest possible scale of existence. In fact, where the family is large I cannot 
even now either explain or comprehend hoAV they are pnmded Avith anything 
beyond food. Where the head of a family is not dieted, he is obliged to live better 
than his children, in order that he may have sufficient strength to Avork for them. 

The children of the lowest class of labourers are for the most part fed on Indian 
meal, made into stirabout, and skimmed or sour milk, or buttermilk, A r aried- at 
times Avith griddle-bread or potatoes. New milk, tea, coffee, meat, fish, butter, 
eggs, &c., are articles almost unknoAvn in the dietary of this class of children, either 
in health or in sickness. 

The dietary of the children in every Workhouse in this district is superior to that 
of the class I have referred to. I have never heard this point questioned by any 
person avIio has had sufficient experience of the condition of both classes to enable 
him to form an opinion. That there are a few children admitted to Workhouses who 
have been accustomed to a better dietary than is alloAved for them in those establish- 
ments, is a fact that I am not unmindful of ; but it rarely happens that such cases 
seek Workhouse relief until they have endured such sufferings and piivations that 
the Workhouse dietary, limited as in practice it must necessarily be, is superior to 
that on Avhieh they have been more immediately subsisting. 

As a general rule it is easy to distinguish the recent admissions to Workhouses 
by their inferior condition. 

The subject of the children’s dietaries in Workhouses is one Avhieh has, so far as 
my experience enables me to express an opinion, received constant attention ; and I 
must say, that as a general rule Boards of Guardians liaA r e either themselves 
proposed or readily adopted any suggestions for making such impiwements from 
time to time as appeared to be practicable and judicious. 
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While fully alive to the danger of making the condition of the Workhouse children 
either as regards their dietary, clothing, bedding, literary instruction, and gencnl 
training, such as to unfit them for their station of life, and make them discontented 
when taken out to employment, I beg to observe, that in practice it has been found 
impossible, with a due regard to their proper treatment, not to place them in a 
superior position as regards diet, clothing, bedding, &c., to the children of manv 
persons supporting themselves by labour. Hence the occasional complaints on the 
part of children who obtain what is called independent employment, of the treatment 
they receive from their employers ; but 1 think it is creditable to the many hundreds 
of children who have of late years obtained employment from the Workhouses 
(many of them at very tender years), and who have been, as a general rule, kindly 
treated and well cared for in them, that they have generally accommodated them- 
selves to their employers. Those who have been so fortunate as to find good masters 
have not made bad servants ; those who have not been so fortunate have patiently 
borne their lot, very few having returned to the Workhouse ; not, 1 believe, owing to 
any deficiency of diet, or want of considerate treatment, but in a great measure 
because the necessity for reliance on their own exertions for their future support 
has been continually impressed on them, and because the confinement and 
discipline of a Workhouse must be irksome to a child. 

For the last two or three years the children have been taken out of the Workhouses 
at very tender ages, long before they are able to do much in any way ; but I have 
regarded this as a lesser evil than accustoming them to a residence in a Workhouse, 
where, as you have truly observed in one of your reports, “no degree of care in discipline 
or in training, can supply the moral advantages of domestic protection, and no 
industrial system can duly awaken that energy of character which is necessary to 
enable them to struggle successfully for some position in society, however humble.” 

I annex three returns, which may not be uninteresting in connexion with the 
present subject.

,Ss tti“nd hAewiW contain fair semens of the class just able to exist.

Adverting to the Commissioners' letter of the 13th ultimo, I beg to state that 
. e experienced considerable difficulty in obtaining precise and accurate infor- 
mation as to the quantity, quality, and variety of the food in daily use by the fami- 
lies ot the rural peasantry and of the lowest class of the labouring Rotation resident 
m towns throughout my district; and I beg to explain that the difficulty to which 
1 allude, and which has delayed until now my report on the subject of' the Com- 
missioners letter, lias been occasioned partly in consequence of the circumstances 
ot t lie labouring classes in question being very different in different localities, both 
respect to the price of labour and the cost of, at least, one article of food gene- 
rally muse, viz., potatoes; and partly fa consequence of a disinclination oS the

0 It is difficult to estimate the weekly cost of the food used by the families of 
these classes so as to compare it with tlic'weeldy amount of wages earned by them 
respectively; for although no land is held by them as tenants, almost all ot them 
have from a quarter to half an acre of potato garden, which they obtain as score 
, wound and manuring and tilling it are thus enabled to live on potatoes without 
stint, for three, four, or five months of the year, according to the number in their 
respective families, and to feed a pig also. Most of them possess a few liens besides, 
which are profitable stock and cost little or nothing for keep. \\ here potatoes 
have to be purchased the price per stone depends on the locality ; for instance, m 
some districts they can ho procured at from 3 ,1. to 3 id. per stone; m others, they 
cost from id. to 6tf. per stone.

When both articles are used, and this is generally the case except in the summer 
and autumn months, the quantity of each is made to correspond with the amount 
of nutritive matter that would be derived from the sole use of one or the other of 

thern.^ t j ie weekly wages of the classes in question, I think I am justified in 

stating, that any reallv ‘able-bodied man can earn Is. per diem on an average 
throughout the entire year ; and in some districts where labour is scarce, and the 
demand for it consequently good and continuous, even a higher rate of wages 
obtained. And whilst this is the ease, there is also at times a demand for the labour 
of the wife and the junior members of the family ; so that, in the case of a family of 
six including husband and wife, the weekly earnings may amount to 10s., 11s, or 
Hs’ • and in some districts to even more than the last-mentioned amount. 11 lien 
to this amount of weekly earnings in money are added the advantages derivable by 
the family from growing potatoes for their own use, and for fattening a pig, and from 
the keeping of poultry, &c, it is manifest that even the worst circumstanced of the 
labouring classes are in a much better condition at present with respect to the quan- 
tity and quality of the food obtainable by them than they have been at any period 
since the famine years ; and this gratifying fact is clearly evidenced by their greatly 

improved appearance in all that relates to health and comfort

but the weekly cost of the food consumed by each family is stated as if it had all to 
he purchased, whereas it should be borne in mind that the potatoes are rarely pur- 
chased but are grown in most instances by the consumers. 

In concluding this Report, I beg to observe, that from all the information I bare 
been able to acquire formyself and through others well informed on the subject, lain 
inclined to think that as regards the quantity, quahty and variety of food given to 
them and the regularity with which the meals are supplied, the children under fifteen 
years’ of age in the Workhouses are in a better case than those of the same age main- 
tained by the labour of the rural peasantry, and of the lowest class of the labouring

P There can he no question that the former are better clothed and better lodged 

^The^only advantage possessed by the latter over the former is, perhaps, that of 
enjoyin' 31 , more freedom from constraint, better air, and more constant exercise, 
than can be enjoyed by the inmates of a Workhouse.

Gentlemen, Cork, June 25, 1859. 

I have the honour to report, for your information, that pursuant to the instruc- 
tions contained in your letter of the' 13th ultimo, 119, M/59, I have endeavoured 
by every means in my power, both by personal questioning and inquiry from 
intelligent physicians and others having frequent intercourse with the classes 
concerned, to obtain for you correct data for your guidance in forming an opinion as 
to tlie dietary now in general use in this district in the families of the lowest classes 
of the rural and town population supporting themselves by labour. I forward 
herewith in a tabular form a few average cases, representing fairly, as far as I have 
been able to collect, the general character of the dietary used bj' the labouring 
classes ; but I may remark that in almost every instance in which I sought for 
information upon this point, the extreme difficulty of furnishing accurate answers 
was represented to me. This difficulty applies, chiefly, to the quantity of the 
several articles made use of, as to which the people themselves observe no regular scale 
and in which they are necessarily much governed by the dearness or otherwise of the 
markets, the demand for labour prevailing in particular places and at particular 
seasons, as well as the state of the weather, which frequently, by interfering with 
tlit'ir employment, diminishes the fund available for daily support. It will also, of 
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course, vary very much in families with the ability of the wife or children to 
contribute by their labour something towards the general maintenance. 

Indian meal enters largely into the present dietary of the working classes. This 
is usually of good quality, and is made use of both in the shape of stirabout and 
griddle-cakes. 

The milk used is chiefly either skimmed or sour milk ; the latter being at par- 
ticular seasons very abundant and cheap, is largely drawn upon. 

Bakers’, or bought bread, when used, is usually fair, but not the best quality. 
Fish appears to be very considerably made use of at the dinner meal — fresh fish 
when it is to be had (as near the coast), but when this is impracticable, sprats, 
herrings, ling, &c., are much used. Milk, fish, potatoes, when abundant and cheap, 
are also a good deal used for dinner ; except that fish is not at all times available 
for use, and that potatoes can only be procured at particular seasons on moderate 
terms. It does not appear that much variety exists in the ordinary diet of the 
working classes : sometimes in the large towns, a little meat of a coarse kind is 
obtained on Sunday, but this not general. 

I am inclined to think, that the meals are taken with tolerable regularity ; indeed 
this follows almost necessarily, as regards the breakfast and midday meal, from the 
fact that specific times are usually granted by employers for the purpose. 

There are many cases in which no regular third meal is enjoyed, but in most 
cases of this kind, so far as I can learn, the children usually receive something in 
the shape of supper — as a piece of bread with milk. 

In the towns, tea and coffee are a good deal used, but not at all so much in the 
rural districts. 

Fresh vegetables enter little, if at all, into the dietary of these classes, whether 
in town or country. Cabbage is sometimes used, but this only to a very limited 
extent. 

In the cooking and economical management of their food the working classes are 
sadly deficient, as they are in almost everything connected with their general 
domestic arrangements, in regard to all of which, it cannot for a moment be denied 
that they occupy a position altogether inferior to that enjoyed both by the adult and 
juvenile inmates of the several Irish Workhouses.

Circulars on tlie Subject of Workhouse Dietary referred to in 
the Foregoing Report of the Commissioners. 



Extract from a Circular dated 12th October, 1850, addressed to 
Temporary Inspectors on the renewal of their Commissions, and 
sent also to the Permanent Inspectors. 



The chief components in the dietaries now in use are cereal food, with other 
vegetable produce, and milk. These elements being few and.simple, and each used 
m considerable quantity, it is manifest that any defect in their quality must 
materiall}- detract from the sufficiency of tlic dietary in respect of nutriment. You 
will therefore apply the most scrupulous attention to the quality of all articles of 
food supphod by the contractors, especially in reference to the provisions of section 
;r of . Iu . s!l P° or Eehef Act, which authorize the Commissioners to “ direct the 
tniaruians of any Union to take or; institute any proceedings, civil or criminal 
against any contractor who shall have violated the terms of any such contract, or 
'vho shall have been guilty of any fraud in relation thereto.” In any case involving 
fraud, such as adulteration of the. article supplied, or defect , in weight, the 
commissioners hope to receive from yon the fullest possible detail of the facts, as 

nreLv 6 prl £ ared \ “ the event of the Gliardian s declining to take criminal 
proceedings, themselves to prosecute the parties offending. 



Extract from a Circular to Boards of Guardians, dated the 28th 
October, 1851, on the Sanitary Condition of the Inmates of 
Workhouses. 



if thC “° St lm P° rtant circumstances affecting the health of the inmates 
are\wT' S ’ T* Tf 0 ’ 1 the Gaarf ians can exercise an effective remedial control 
datreo 4 etancs fo J “ ck and healthy inmates, and the extent of dormitory and 
a} room accommodation ; and on both these points much responsibility rests on the 
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Medical Officer if any defective arrangement prejudicial to health should exist, 
without his reporting his opinion on the subject. . 

The Rules furnished by the Commissioners for framing the dietaries ot \\ ork- 
houses, lay down a minimum amount of nutriment, according to a standard therein 
set forth, and they provide for the substitution of other articles of diet m certain 
equivalent proportions therein specified. In issuing this Regulation, the Commis- 
sioners have not restrained the Guardians from using other articles of diet besides 
those enumerated, or from using greater quantities than those set forth in the 
standard. On the contrary, it is expressly provided, that the Board of Guardians 
may, under the advice of the Medical Officer, use other articles instead of any of 
the" above, and the same or other articles in other proportions than the above, 
whenever the scarcity of any article, the season of the year, or any circumstance 
affecting the sanitary condition of the inmates shall be deemed to justify such changes 
or departures from' the authorized articles and quantities; such changes and 
departures being subject at all times, both as to their adoption and continuance, to 
the approval of the Commissioners. 

Again, by Article 19, it is provided: — 

lstly. - — That the Medical Officer may direct, in writing, such diet lor any 
- individual Pauper in the sick or Lunatic Wards, as he shall deem 
necessary. 

2ndly. — That if the. Medical Officer shall at any time certify that lie deems a 
temporary change in the diet essential to the health of the Paupers in the 
Workhouse, or of any class or classes thereof, the Guardians shall cause a 
copy of such certificate to be entered on tlie Minutes of their proceedings, 
and shall be empowered forthwith to order, by a resolution, the said diet 
to be temporarily changed, according to the recommendation of the 
Medical Officer, and shall forthwith transmit a copy of such certificate 
and resolution to the Commissioners. 

By Article 13, No. 12, it is declared that— 

' "The dietaries for Patients in the Workhouse Infirmary and Fever Hospital, 
shall be at all times sucli as the Board of Guardians, under the advice of 
the Medical Officer, or Medical Officers, shall adopt, subject to the approval 
of the Commissioners. 

These regulations have been designed to secure a careful supervision of the 
dietaries both of sick and healthy inmates by the Medical Officer; and tho 
Guardians will naturally infer from the absence of any objection on the part of the 
Medical Officer to the dietaries in use, that he is satisfied with the wholesomeness 
and sufficiency of the ordinary diet of the inmates, and with the propriety of the 
dietaries in use for the sick. 



Circular to Boards of Guardians on the use of Fresh Vegetables 
in the Soup in the Workhouse Dietary. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
c IR December 10, 1851. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in 
Ireland having been informed that, in some instances, the soup which forms an 
article of the Workhouse Dietary is made during some seasons of the year, without 
any admixture of vegetables, they desire to call the attention of the Board of 
Guardians to Article 13, No. 6, of the Workhouse Rules, which requires that the 
soup shall at all times be well seasoned with onions, pepper, and salt; and thickened 
at all convenient seasons with turnips, parsnips, and carrots, or such other vegetables 
as the Medical Officer shall approve. . . 

It will he observed that this regulation contemplates the use of onions m tne 
soup at all seasons of the year, and the Commissioners desire to call the attention 
of the Board of Guardians to the importance of taking such steps as may be best 
calculated to ensure a regular supply of onions throughout the year, and of other 
vegetables whenever practicable. . . , , .. 

The use of vegetables, especially onions, in the rations issued by the itene 
Committees under the Temporary Relief Act was strongly recommended by the 
late Board of Health, in a letter addressed to the Relief Commissioners on the 
June, 1817, of which the foDowing is an extract . 

“ The Board of Health, as the season of the year now gives facilities tor n. 
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strongly recommend the admixture of onions, leeks, scallions, or shallots, in cooked 
meal rations or stirabout, which will both act as condiments and will also furnish 
some of the elements of nutrition essential for forming healthy blood. Onions are 
so rich in nutritive qualities that, as a mere article of food, one ounce and a half 
Ml b.o considered as equivalent to about one ounce «f meal. On every opportunity 
the importance to health of using vegetables, such as carrots, parsnips, turnips, and 
cabbage, along with meal, should be impressed upon the people.” 

From inquiries which the Commissioners have made on the subject they are of 
opinion that in those Unions where land has been taken under the provisions of the 
Act 11 & 12 Vic-, c. 25, a supply of vegetables may, by proper arrangements, be 
obtained without difficulty throughout the year; and the Commissioners desire to 
draw the attention of the Guardians to the expediency of cultivating the various 
descriptions of vegetables most suited for use iu making soup in preference to other 
crops. 

Where the G uardians do not occupy land which can be used for raising vegetables 
efforts should be made to obtain contracts; and in order to guard against any failure 
m the supply under such contracts, they should he entered into some time before the 
period for supplying commences, so as to allow the parties contracting an opportunity 
ot making the requisite preliminary arrangements for providing a succession of crons 
to enable them to supply the different varieties of vegetables at the respective periods 
at which they come in season, and onions, scallions, or leeks, all the year round. 

If, however, the Guardians should not be able to obtain a contract for the supply 
ot vegetables throughout the year, they may, no doubt, obtain one for the- principal 
part of the year, and during the period to which the contract does not apply potatoes 
may probably be used with advantage in the soup ; and there is no doubt that liv 
making proper arrangements with some respectable merchant in any of the larger 
towns a supply of onions, of either foreign or home growth, may at all times 'be 
obtained.

The late Board of Health for Ireland, and other medical authorities, have 
attributed much importance to the free use of vegetables, and have considered 
variety in the food of Workhouse inmates as being of scarcely less importance than 
that tlie diet should be of adequate quantity. 

An extract, containing the opinion of the late Board of Health on the use of 
vegetabies, as given in their Report, page 21, on the epidemics from 1846 to 1850, 
is herewith enclosed. TT • 

The Commissioners request that you will urge on the Guardians of Unions, in 
which vegetables are not cultivated for the use of the Workhouse, the importance 
of their having provision made for that purpose ; and the Commissioners consider 
that, in addition to the advantages pointed out by the Board of Health as derivable 
from the use of vegetables, an abundant supply of carrots, onions, and leeks, el- 
even turnips, would tend to diminish the evil of an insufficient supply of milk, 
which has been experienced in some Unions during the winter season.

although not containing a large proportion of nutriment, is remarkable as containing 
within itself all the varied elements necessary for forming healthy blood— no one of 
the substitutes for it, with the exception of oatmeal, possesses this remarkable 
property ; and hence the use of more than one article of food is necessary, in order 
to secure a sufficient supply of the varied elements of nutrition, and thus to obviate 
the form of disease referred to. 

“With this principle in view, the Board of Health, as the season of the year now 
gives facilities for it, strongly recommend the admixture of onions, leeks, scallions 
or shallots, in cooked meal rations, or stirabout, which will both act as condiments, 
and will also furnish some of the elements of nutrition essential for forming healthy 
blood. Onions are so rich in nutritive qualities, that, as a mere article of food, one 
ounce and a-half may be considered as equivalent to about one ounce of meal. On 
every opportunity the importance to health, of using vegetables, such as carrots, 
parsnips, turnips, "and cabbage, along with meal, should be impressed upon the people. 

“It may not perhaps be out of place in these observations, to make the people 
generally acquainted with the high nutritive qualities of beaus and peas, which 
weight for weight, contain from ten to twelve times as much nutriment as potatoes. 
In those countries where rice is very extensively used as the food of the people, 
experience has taught them that rice, by itself, has low nutritive qualities ; but that 
the deficiency can be supplied by adding about two ounces of beans, peas, or lentils, 
to each pound of rice. It must, however, be remembered, that with beans or peas 
some other vegetable food must be used, as although possessing, in a high degree, 
some of the most important elements of nutrition, they nevertheless do not contain 
a sufficient variety of other nutritive elements to support the human body in 
health.”

With reference to the letter addressed to you by direction of the Commissioners 
for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland, on the 8th ultimo, on 
the subject of the use of Soup containing fresh vegetables, as an article of W ork- 
house Dietary, and to vour reply thereto, from which it appears, that in some 
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Unions in your district, soup containing- vegetables is not given as part of the 
established Workhouse Dietary, I am directed by the Commissioners to request that 
you will,, from time to time, as opportunity offers, press the importance of using- 
fresh vegetable food on the attention of the Guardians of the Unions in question, 
and the Medical Officers of the Workhouses of those Unions. 

The Commissioners are also desirous that you should urge on the consideration of 
the Hoards of Guardians, the importance of making the Workhouse land, as far as 
possible, available for the cultivation of such vegetables for consumption in the 
Workhouse, and thus insuring a constant supply, and at the same time providing- 
employment, and the means of instruction in agriculture, for the children under 16 
years of age.

Dietary : — Circular to Inspectors as to Quality of Workhouse 
Supplies. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin. 
Sm, April 10, 1854. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ire- 
land, having regard to the great probability of an outbreak of Cholera in various 
parts of Ireland at a more advanced period of the present season, desire to draw vour 
especial attention to the quality of the Workhouse supplies in your District - and 
to repeat the views expressed in the following paragraph of their Circular of the 
12th of October, 1850.- — (See 4th Annual Report, page 110.) 

“The chief components in the dietaries now in use are cereal food, with other 
vegetable produce, and milk. These elements being few and simple, and each used 
in considerable quantity, it is manifest, that any defect in their quality must mate- 
rially detract from the sufficiency of the dietary in respect of nutriment. You will, 
therefore, apply the most scrupulous attention to the quality of all articles of food 
supplied by the contractors, especially in reference to the provisions of section 92 of 
the Irish Poor Relief Act, which authorize the Commissioners to ‘ direct the Guar- 
dians of any Union to take or institute any proceedings, civil or criminal, against 
any contractor who shall have violated the terms of any such contract, or who shall 
have been guilty of any fraud in relation thereto.’ In any case involving fraud, 
such as adulteration of the articles supplied, or defect in weight, the Commissioners 
hope to receive from you the fullest possible detail of the facts, as they are prepared, 
in the event of the Guardians declining to take criminal proceedings, themselves to 
prosecute the parties offending.” 

The quality of the milk supplied is a matter of peculiar importance during the 
prevalence of epidemic cholera, as the Medical Officers appear sometimes to relv 
upon the use of an increased quantity of milk as conducive to the preservation of 
the health of the inmates. 

The Commissioners consider all substitutes for new milk to be objectionable, and 
every exertion should be made to compel contractors to supply that article without 
fail, and of the purest quality. 

With this view, the u^e of a lactometer should be invariably recommended by 
you in Workhouses in which you find the use of that instrument not already adopted ; 
and you will, in such cases, not fail to bring the subject under the immediate 
consideration of the Guardians, together with the propriety of their requiring the 
Master to lay before the Board every week a record of the degrees of cream obtained 
daily in testing the supply. 

4 ou will have the goodness, in due course, after the receipt of this. Circular, to 
include in your quarterly Report on each Workhouse, a statement specially relating 
to the supplies of milk and to the use of the lactometer, or other means adopted for 
securing supplies of the requisite quality. 

On occasions when diarrhoea has prevailed in a Workhouse the Medical Officer 
has sometimes referred to the quality of the meal, or to some defect in its cooking 
when used for stirabout, or in the process of baking where converted into bread, as 
a cause of aggravation of that disease. Peculiar attention should, therefore, 7 be 
given at the present, time, not only to the quality of the meal, but likewise to’ the 
processes of cooking and baking it, in order that any irregularity or imperfection 
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may be avoided, from which the digestive organs of the inmates might be made 
liable to disorder. Similar attention should be likewise paid to the quality of the 
water, more especially of that used for drinking or for culinary purposes. 

On all these points, as well as ou the ventilation and sewerage of the Workhouse, 
the Medical Officer should be encouraged by you to express his opinions without 
reserve to the Board of Guardians, and should be reminded of his responsibility in 
this respect, as set forth in the Circular of the Commissioners of the 28th October, 
1851 (see 5th Annual Report, page 115), a copy of which Circular was transmitted 
to each Medical Officer on the 31st October, 1851. 

Finally, the Commissioners rely upon your securing in each Workhouse in your 
District a constant and vigilant watch on the part of the principal officers, espe- 
ciallv the Master, Matron, Schoolmaster, and Schoolmistress, on the state of health 
of every inmate, so as to procure immediate attention from the Medical Officer on 
the occurrence of any premonitory symptoms of Cholera.

S UB J ECT — W OEKIIO USE DIETARIES. 

Sir, 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Belief of the Boor in Ire- 
land have had under their consideration the subject of the Union dietaries, in refe- 
rence more especially to the increased proportion which, through the diminution of 
able-bodied pauperism and other causes, the sick inmates now bear to the healthy 
portion of the inmates of Workhouses. 

Inquiries, moreover, which have recently taken place in particular Lmons have 
shown a disposition on the part of Medical Officers to place on medical diet inmates 
of the aged and infirm class, who cannot property be classed as sick, but who may 
be regarded as persons with whom, in the opinion of the Medical Officer, the hall 
diet does not agree. _ . 

The increased expense consequent on this practice, when carried to any great 
extent, has been shown to be considerable, the medical diet substituted for hall diet 
in such cases involving generally an allowance of meat. 

The part of the hall diet to which most objection has been made is the stirabout, 
used almost universally for breakfast, and, in a few Unions, for dinner also. 

Under these circumstances it appears to be very desirable that the Medical Officer 
should have it in his power to exempt infirm persons or children in delicate health 
from the use of stirabout, without the necessity of placing them altogether on Medi- 

The Commissioners suggest, therefore, that in such cases the Medical Officer 
should be authorized to place the inmate on a bread and tea diet for breakfast : and 
that stirabout and milk, which form in ordinary cases a most appropriate meal for 
breakfast, should not be used for dinner for any class of inmates, great objections 
existing on sanitary grounds, to the use of the same food for both meals. It is 
greatly to be desired also, on the ground of health, that as much variety as possible 
should be introduced in other respects, and the Commissioners recommend that, on 
some days of the week, bread and milk, or bread and rice-milk, or potatoes and 
milk, should be used instead of bread and soup. _ 

None of the above recommendations, if .adopted by the Guardians, would be 
likely to be attended with much, if any, additional expense. It appears, however, 
to the Commissioners that the recently improved circumstances of the peasantry 
and of the working classes in Ireland might beheld to justify a further improvement 
in the Workhouse dietary, and not at the same time infringe the principle that the 
inmates of Workhouses ought not to be better fed at the expense of the poor rates 
than persons maintaining themselves by independent labour. 

The Commissioners submit, therefore, to the consideration of the ‘Guardians ot 
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Unions ill which meat is not already made all ingredient in the soup, to adopt that 
improvement on some days of the week by the use of ox heads, or shins of beef, of 
other coarse parts of the carcass of beef, mutton, or veal, as ingredients in the Soup. 

The additional expense incurred by this improvement will be found in many 
Unions to' be compensated in part, if not altogether, by the diminished necessity of 
placing aged or infirm persons and delicate children on medical diet. 

The Guardians of the North and South Dublin Unions have recently agreed, 'oil 
the recommendation of the Commissioners, to assimilate the dietaries of both those 
Unions, and have adopted, in framing a new dietary, some of the improvements 
above pointed out. 

The Commissioners annex to this Circular a more particular account of the 
recommendations made by them to the Guardians of the Dublin Unions, and now 
submit the same to the consideration of the Guardians of those Unions in which the 
present established dietaries may appear capable of improvement by adopting the 
principles recommended. °

Extract from the Commissioners’ Letter to the Guardians of the North and 

South Dublin Unions, dated 26th January, 1859, containing the Commis- 
sioners’ recommendations in regard to the Workhouse Dietary. 

“ The first point to which the Commissioners would call attention is the fact 
that the dinner on two days of the week in North Dublin Workhouse and on three 
days of the week in South Dublin Workhouse, is a repetition, or nearly so. of the 
breakfast on those days, consisting, like the breakfast, of meal made into stirabout 
and milk. Now, one of the reasons which seems to operate most in causing the 
Medical Officers to place inmates not in hospital on sick diet is, that with certain 
inmates who are delicate, but not actually under treatment, stirabout doe? not 
agree. The Commissioners are also of opinion, in regard to every class of inmates 
lliot, for the sake of variety, the dinner should differ, if possible, from the breakfast 
on every day of the week. 

; “ There are, however, a large class of inmates in every Workhouse for whom 
stirabout and milk for breakfast is a most appropriate diet; and what the Commis- 
sioners recommend in regard to this point, to both Boards, is to do away entirely 
with stirabout and milk as materials for d inn er, continuing them, however, as mate- 
rials for every day’s breakfast, and giving a discretion to the Medical Officer to sub- 
stitute bread and tea in cases of delicate health which may require it, a discretion 
not likely to be attended with much increase of cost. 

“ The best of the hall diets for dinner appears to be in both Workhouses the 
meat-soup dinner, which is given at present on only two days in the week, and the 
Commissioners recommend that this should, in both Workhouses, be extended to 
three days, equalizing in both the quantity of bread, say fourteen ounces for class 
•No. 1 ; on two other days the same quantity of bread with one pint of new milk 
and on the two remaining days a smaller allowance of bread with thick rice-milk 
porridge, would afford a proper variety in the hall diet for all classes of healthy 
inmates, and make the three classes of dinners, that is to say, the soup, the milli 
and the rice dinners about equivalent both in cost and nutriment. 

/‘These proposed changes would have not only the advantage of nearly equal- 
izing the amount of nutriment on each day of the week, in which at present there 
is a very great disparity existing in both Workhouses, but also that of affording a 
somewhat greater total amount of nutriment hi the course of the week. 

“ Thcre is reason at the same time to expect, from what has been stated in evi- 
dence by the Medical Officers, that the additional expense incurred in the improved 
nail diet would be compensated by the diminished necessity for placing delicate 
persons on sick diet, and especially on meat diet.” 



The Guardians of "both Unions adopted the principles above recommended, and 
nave trained their dietaries accordingly, with the additional improvement, in point 
oi variety °f using potatoes and milk on one or more days in the week for dinner, 
”olbs., with half a pint of milk for class 1. 
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The following Unions use meat-soup, prepared, however, with very different pro- 
portions of meat:— namely, Antrim, Ardee, Armagh, Athlone, Ballycastle, Baliy- 
mahon, Ballymena. Ballvmoney, Balrothery, Banbridge, Bawnboy, Belfast, Castle- 
hlaynev, Celbridge, Clogher,' Clonmel, Coleraine, Cookstown, Downpatrick, 
Drogheda, Dublin, North, Dublin, South, Dundalk, Dungannon, Dunshaughlin, 
Gorey, Larne, Lisburn, Londonderry, Longford, Lurgan, Magherafelt, Naas, Navan, 
Newry, Newtownards, Omagh and Strabane. The medium quantity the Commis- 
sioners’believe to be about three ox heads to 100 inmates, or an equivalent quan- 
tity of other description of meat ingredients as above-mentioned. 

Tea, where given in the Workhouse dietary', may be prepared according to the 
standard in Article 13, No. 14 of the Workhouse Regulations, viz. : — in the propor- 
tion of half a pound of tea and two pounds of sugar to eight gallons of water ami 
two quarts of new milk.

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland have llie honour to state for the information of IIis Lx- 
eellencv the Lord Lieutenant, that their attention has been directed to a 
notice of motion given on the proceedings of the House of Commons by 
the honourable Member for Kinsale, to the effect, that in the next Session 
of Parliament he will move for a Committee to inquire into the causes 
of the excessive mortality among the juvenile inmates of YV orkhouses in 

The Commissioners, in their Annual Report to his Excellency , of the 
3rd June, 1859, paragraph 4, presented, as had been usual m former re- 
ports. a statement of the number of deaths in the YV orkhouses, and a 
classification of the causes of death, for the 52 weeks ending 16tli April. 
1 859, showing the total of the deaths to have been 8, 1 73. 

By an examination of the returns from which that statement was com- 
piled, it appeared that the number of deaths of young persons under 15 
years of age in the same period was 1,855. The names and cases of the 
deceased persons comprised in this latter number have been taken out 
from the general lists, and formed into a separate list for each 1 oor Law 
Inspector’s District, and transmitted to the Inspector for the purpose oi 
procurinvin each case further information as to the condition of each de- 
ceased child when admitted to the Workhouse, and as to the extent of 
time which intervened between the time, of admission and the time ot cleatn 

in each case. , . .... . , A « 

On the return of these lists, with the additional information asked tor, 
the Commissioners caused a set of tables to be constructed lor the 3 eai 
ended 16th April, 1859, for the purpose of showing in reference to each 

province in Ireland. .

From the first of these tables, it appears that the whole number of cases 
of persons under 1 5 years of age relieved in the year was 48,838, of which 
the number under 2 years of age was 14,401 ; and that of the total num- 
ber of deaths, viz., 1,855, 1,249 were those of children und'er 2 years of a°-e 
and 606 those of children between the ages of 2 and 15. : The average 
daily number of the older class was 13,331, arid of the infant class 2,973. 

The rate of mortality, therefore, for infants under 2 years of age, ’was’ 
on the average daily number, 42 per cent. ; and on the number of eases in 
the year, 87 per cent.; and for children between 2 and 15 years of ao-e, 
it was 44 per cent, on the average daily number, and 1-8 per cent, on the 
number of cases relieved in the year. 

The second table shows that of the 1 ,249 infants who died in the year, 
470 or 377 per cent., were admitted in sickness, and 375 or 30 per cent! 
were in a delicate state of health when admitted; and that of the 606 
children who died between 2 and 15 years of age, 235 or 38'8 per cent, 
were admitted in sickness, and 130 or 21 '4 per cent, were in a delicate 
state of health when admitted. 

The third table shows that of the 1 , 24 9 infants who died within the year 
279 died in the first week after admission, and 561, including the former’ 
within one month after admission ; and 807 within three months after ad! 
mission; and that of the 606 who died between 2 and 15 years of arm 153 
or 25 per cent, died within one month after admission, and 387 or’ 63-9 
per cent, within three months after admission. 

The annual rate of mortality of children under two years of age, as shown 
by the Registrar-General's Report for England for 1851, is 12-9 per cent. • 
and for children between two and fifteen only, 1 -1 per cent. 

In the Census for Ireland for 1851 the above per centages appear to be 
11 and 2 ’2 respectively. 

The rate, of mortality, therefore, which is given by comparing the 
deaths with the average daily number in the Workhouses according to 
the Irish Workhouse Returns, while it exceeds considerably that of° the 
same classes in the population at large, is not greater than appears to be 
accounted for by the physical condition of the deceased when first ad- 
mitted to the Workhouse ; and the very short period within which a ma- 
jority of them died after admission, materially confirms that view. 

R the number of deaths be compared with the number of cases of ad- 
mission, as is usual in all hospital statistics, the rate of mortality appears 
by no means large, considering the great number admitted in sickness. 

The great difference between the rate of mortality of infants calculated 
on the average daily number, viz., 42, and that calculated on the total 
number of cases in the year, viz., 87, results from the fact that this 
class presents a large succession of cases of peculiar risk to life. 

In the same manner it is observable that if hospital mortality be taken 
on the total number admitted, it would often be found to be five per cent, 
only, although calculated bn the average daily number it would be, found 
to exceed 1 00 per cent, per annum, or double the per centage of infant 
mortality in the Workhouses ; and it must be borne in mind that every 
W orkhouse in Ireland combines in itself the character of fever hospital 
lymg-in-hospital, foundling hospital, and hospital for incurables. 

Examining the return in detail there is a marked difference between the 
rate of mortality in the town and country unions — -the former showing the 
degree of excess which might be expected from the well-known fact of 
the inferior sanitary condition of town populations in comparison with 
those of rural districts. 

From this cause it arises, probably, that the Province of Connaught is 
shown m the tables to be more favourably” circumstanced in respect to the 
rate of mortality than any of the other provinces, there being no town in 

G 2 
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that province of even second-rate magnitude, with the exception of the 

t0 In tWe™1841, shortly after the opening of the North Dublin Work- 
house, the rate of mortality among infants in the Workhouse under two 
years of age, which was far greater than the average mortality of the same 
class in Irish Workhouses at this time, attracted much attention, and 
became the subject of professional inquiry, which resulted m showing that 
it was not in fact excessive when considered m comparison with infant 
mortality experienced elsewhere under similar conditions. 

The joint report of Dr. Corrigan, and Dr Evory Kennedy; the report 
of Mr. Phelan, and the report of Mr. Hall, the Inspector in charge of 
North Dublin Union, at the time, are found in the Appendix to the Eighth 
Annual Report of the Commissioners for England and W ales, and serve 

to throw considerable light upon this subject. , 

A further experience has led the Commissioners to think that although 
some of the conditions of Workhouse maintenance and treatment are 
favourable to the lives of infants whose parents are of a very indigent 
class ; for example— the superior quality of the food, clothing, and bed- 
ding, and the advantage of daily medical supervision ; there are other 
unavoidable conditions, such as the state of the air, and exposure to 
infantile epidemic diseases, which are unfavourable to infant life, this 
is more especially so in the case of children who are m the Workhouse 
without mothers, as it is impossible to provide m W orkliouses a substitute 
for that maternal solicitude wluch is so necessary to children of that, 
tender age. Representations on this subject have been made by the Com- 
missioners from time to time, and an alteration of the law recommended 
by which the Guardians of Unions may be permitted to give out-door re- 
lief to orphan and deserted children, with the. view of placing them out 

^The following paragraph from the Twelfth Annual Report of the Com- 
missioners relates to this subject : 

“ We beg to draw attention, more particularly, to that part of the memorandum 
which relates to the great difficulty of rearmg infant children, who are admitted 
into the Workhouse under two years of age, without their mothers, and to gr . 
mortality which prevails among this class of children. A great rate of mortal 
Drevailseverywliere, as well as in Workhouses, in the class of children under two 
y ears 0 f age? but that rate is much increased in the Workhouses m regard to the 
children who are without mothers ; as it is found impossible to procure tor them m 
the Workhouse, that kind of substitute for maternal care and sohcitude which 
necessary to them at that age. There is no doubt that the best substitute for die 
. mother, in such cases, is obtained by placing out the child during infancy-, at muse, 

■ with some individual female accustomed to the care of children, experience having 
shown that maternal affection is thus created, in a short time, in the person I* 0 “ 
the sole and constant care of the child ; and this course we have recommended that 
the Guardians of Unions may be allowed to pursue. 

Annexed axe a series of reports which the Commissioners received from 
the Inspector of each district of unions in Ireland with the lists ot cases 
referred to in the commencement of this letter. 

The tenor of all these reports is to show that in none ol the distocts 
the mortality of the juvenile classes in the workhouse greater than it might 
he expected to be, considering tbe extent to which they are used as hos- 
pitals, and that the sanitary condition of these classes is upon the whole 
a very satisfactory state at this time.

In accordance with the directions conveyed to me, in your letter of the 8th 
instant, No. 231, M./59, I have caused the additional information required to 
be inserted in the lists which accompanied it. I now beg leave to return them to 
you, and to avail myself of the opportunity of offering a few observations applicable 
to the subject of the mortality in the Workhouses in this district. 

I think that a return which does not give the number of deaths among all classes 
relieved in a Workhouse, is not so well calculated to convey a correct impression of 
the general condition of the classes who constitute the sick as one which does, I 
shall therefore not confine my observations to classes of children alone. 

During the three years ended the 25th March last, 3,873 poor persons died in 
the Workhouses and Fever Hospitals in this district, of the above number 3,220 
died in the Workhouses, and 653 in the Fever Hospitals. 

This number was made up as follows : —

of the above number 1,519 died within one month after admission, 420 within two 
months after admission, and 234 within three months; — total 2,173. 

During the half-year ended the 29th September last, 520 poor persons died in the 
Workhouses and Fever Hospitals in this district. Of the above number 439 died 
in the Workhouse Infirmaries, and 81 in the Fever Hospitals.

Of the above number 235 died within one month after admission to the Workhouse, 
61 died within two months, and 44 within three months after admission ; — total 340. 

The above figures, I submit, convey some idea of the mass of disease which is 
admitted into the Workhouses, in a great measure for medical treatment only. That 
an immense, and I believe generally unknown, amount of relief is thus administered, 
and much suffering relieved, few who know anything about Workhouses will 
probably question ; that there is an increasing disposition to seek medical relief in 
the Workhouses, and that many Boards of Guardians strain the law to admit such 
cases is, I think, an unquestionable fact That the Workhouses are fairly chargeable 
with this mortality, I cannot admit; and were it deducted from the general total, 
and that the remainder showed a rate of mortality in excess of the most healthy 
locality in the district, I hope that I should be among the first to draw attention 
to the subject. But it is my firm conviction, from constant personal observation, that 
the alleged excessive mortality is more apparent than real, and is properly 
attributable to the reason I have stated ; and I feel convinced that the more the 
question is sifted, the more evident it will appear that the Commissioners have 
called attention to the only class which there is reason to fear do suffer from a 
residence in Workhouses, viz : — certain classes of infants, and that so far as regards 
other healthy classes admitted to "Workhouses, they very rarely suffer, the rule being 
that then physical condition generally improves.

Gentlemen, November 24, 1859. 

Adverting to the Commissioners’ circular of the 8th instant, I have the honour 
to transmit to office herewith the lists which were supplied to me with reference to 
the mortality that occurred amongst the children under fifteen years of age in the 
Workhouses in my district during the twelve months ended 16th of April last ; and 
I beg to observe, in relation to the terms of Sir John Arnot’s notice of motion in 
the Order Book of the House of Commons for next session, that I think the nature 
of the additional information now inserted in the lists in question affords strong 
evidence that no excessive mortality prevailed in any Workhouse in my district 
during the period for which the Return has been made. 

It will be seen that a considerable number of the children who died within that 
period were admitted sick and moribund to the Workhouse, and that a still larger 
number of the same class were of illegitimate birth. It is scarcely necessary for 
me to point out that illegitimate children are seldom as carefully attended to as 
legitimate children, by their mothers, and that consequently more of the former class 
than of the latter die in early infancy.

Gentlemen, Fermoy, November 24, 1859. 

I have the honour to forward herewith the returns for my district transmitted 
to me with your letter of the 8th inst. 

The entire number of deaths of children under fifteen years of age which took 
place during the year ended 16th April last in the several Unions under my charge 
was 166, and of these it will be seen, either from the observations noted in the 
Returns, or a comparison of the dates, of admission to the Workhouse and the hos- 
pital respectively, that about 116, or more than two-thirds of the entire number, 
were cases of children who were, at the period of their admission, either dying, 
diseased, or delicate, while, from the numerous additional instances in which they are 
described as having been either orphans, deserted by their parents, or the offspring 
of mothers of immoral character, there can be little doubt entertained that if the his- 
tory of the several cases could be more fully traced, a very much larger proportion 
would be found to have been, previous to their admission to the Workhouse, affected 
in health and constitution by the neglect and privation to which children so circum- 
stanced are unavoidably exposed, in addition to their acknowledged liability to 
disease, (derived from hereditary taint) to which the children of unmarried females 
admitted to the Workhouse are frequently found to be subject. 

Regard being had to the facts here stated, and to the large extent of relief 
afforded in the several Workhouses to the sick poor, the known difficulty of rear- 
ing up in public institutions (of any kind) children deprived in infancy of their 
mother’s care, and the great liability of all children brought, in large numbers, into 
close contact -with each other to suffer from various forms of contagious disease, 
such as measles, hooping-cough, scarlatina, &c., &c., it cannot, I think, be con- 
sidered that the mortality amongst these classes, indicated by the accompanying 
returns, is either excessive, or at all greater than any one acquainted with the cir- 
cumstances might have fairly been led to anticipate. 

In Cork, where the Workhouse may be said to afford the only large general hos- 
pital available for the sick poor of that populous city, as might have been expected, 
the mortality is much greater than in any of the rural Unions. The deaths in that 
Union, it will be seen, reached sixty-six ; but of these about thirty-eight, or more 
than one-half, were admitted or born in a state of ill-health, which, on a careful 
examination of the recorded facts, it will be seen that the history of nearly all the 
cases, previous to admission to the Workhouse, presented features more or less 
unfavourable to a good condition of health. 

The Workhouse may be, more generally speaking, said to have been the resort of 
nearly all the serious cases of sickness, whether of old or young, arising amongst 
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the destitute classes in the country ; and as the inmates are, and will probably con- 
tinue to be chiefly confined, in addition to these, to orphans and deserted and ille- 
gitimate children, or the children of parents either of feeble constitution or labour- 
ing under some active form of disease (classes, it need not be observed, all. specially 
and peculiarly exposed to influences adverse to health), it cannot be matter of 
surprise if the present per centage return of deaths — calculated upon the numbers 
relieved— be foimd to contrast unfavourably both with that of other public institu- 
tions and of the Workhouses themselves in times past, when they con tamed, in addi- 
tion to those classes to which they are now almost altogether limited, a large mixed 
population, embracing a considerable proportion of able-bodied and robust inmates, 
with equally healthy children depending on them, who have long since passed from 
the position of recipients of public relief to that of independent labourers. 

A state of facts, to the ignorance or forgetfulness of which may, I conceive, be 
ascribed the feeling which seems to have recently taken hold of the public mind as 
to the existence of an excessive mortality amongst the children relieved in the 
Irish Workhouses.

Gentlemen, November 24, 1859. 

In compliance with the instructions contained in your letter of the 8th instant. 
I have caused the information you require to be inserted in the returns of deaths of 
children under fifteen years of age in the Workhouses in my district, during the 
year ended the 16th of April, 1859, and I have now the honour to forward them to 
yon. 

With reference to your wish that I should make any observations, applicable 
to my district, on the terms of the notice of motion, which stands in the Order 
Book of the House of Commons, for a “ Select Committee to inquire into the causes 
of the excessive sickness and mortality which prevails among the children under 
fifteen years of age in Irish Workhouses,” I would, in the first place, remark that 
although the number of children in some of the Union Hospitals may appear large 
in consequence of the admission into such Hospitals, for medical treatment, of 
several who had not been previously inmates of the Workhouses, excessive sickness 
does not prevail in the class generally : and if the children who have died after 
admission in sickness, and the infants under two years of age, were struck out of 
the returns, the number of deaths among the remainder would not represent an 
extraordinary rate of mortality. 

The lists I forward to you contain, no doubt, a vciy considerable number of 
deaths of children under two years of age, but the mortality among that class does 
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not seem to be attributable to any defect in the diet or treatment they receive in 
the Workhouses, and may be ascribed to the other causes which, everywhere, render 
the existence of infants so precarious. 

A careful examination of the returns of deaths supports this view of the case, as 
they show that of the total number of infants represented as dying in the year ended 
the 16th of April, 1859, — 85, or about 13 per cent, were still-born ; that 57, or 
about 21 per cent, died under the age of three months; and that 33, or 12 per cent, 
died between the ages of three months and six months ; consequently that 4G per 
cent, of the children under two years of age, included in the return of deaths, did 
not arrive at the age of six months. _ 

The rate of mortality among children from two to fifteen years of age, in the 
year referred to, woidd seem to have been somewhat less than 7 per cent, on the 
average daily number relieved, but 2G per cent of the deaths were children admitted 
to the Workhouses in sickness, and sent at once to hospital, and whose residence in 
such Workhouse, from the time of admission to the time of death, did not amount, 
on an average, to two months each. 

If these children are excluded from the calcidation, the deaths of the remainder 
would be about 5 per cent, on the average daily number relieved. 

I am aware (from a statement contained in your letter of the 28th of June last, 
to the Guardians of the Cork Union, to the effect that “in the Workhouses of 
Ireland generally the mortality of the same class is four per cent,,”) that the 
proportion of deaths to the daily number of this class relieved in my district is 
rather above average, but this fact must not he looked upon as evidence that the 
general sanitary condition of the children is unsatisfactory, or that the dietary is 
insufficient. I have been in communication with the Medical Officer of the Work- 
houses in which the rate of mortality among children from two to fifteen years of 
age appears to have been unusually high ; and I have received favourable reports of 
the health of the children of this class ; and you are aware, from the copies of the 
dietary tables which are in your office, that they are sufficiently fed, and that in 
every Union in this district (with the exception of the Monaghan Union) animal 
food forms part of the dietary, ox-heads or coarse meat being an ingredient in the 
soup; in the majority of these Unions, the meat soup is given to the children three 
times a week. 

There is in this part of Ireland, a great demand for the labour of children over 
eleven or twelve years of age, and healthy children are generally discharged from 
the Workhouse, to go to service as soon as they are able to work. 

Taking, then, into consideration the physical condition of those that remain, and 
remembering the constitutional delicacy inherited in many instances, from parents 
who have suffered from sickness or want, I do not think that the rate of mortality 
among the children is such as to reflect any discredit on the system of Workhouse 
management in this district, or to justify the assumption that it is excessive.

Gentlemen, Strabane, November 28, 1859. 

In reference to your letter of the 8th instant, No. 231, M./59, I have the 
honour to send you the returns of deaths in the Workhouses of my district of 
children under fifteen years of age, during the year ended 1 6th of April, 1859, 
with the additional information required by you. 

You will observe the total number of children who have died in the nineteen 
Union Workhouses of my district during the period alluded to is 86; of these 86 
deaths 48 were infants, and 24 were children of five years of age and’under, leaving 
only 14 deaths of children between the ages of five and fifteen years. 

During the year ended 16th April, 1859, 2,162 children -were relieved in the 
nineteen Workhouses under my inspection, and of this number 1,052 were children 
under fifteen years of age. 

The average number of children in these Workhouses during the period alluded 
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to appears to have been about 750, and as nearly as possible one-half were 
children under five years of age. 

On looking over the returns you will see that a great number of the deaths were 
suffering from sickness when admitted to the Workhouse, and many of them were 
actually in a dying state when taken in. 

In this part of the country children from the time they are ten years of age can 
find employment with farmers, herding cattle, &c. ; and therefore but a small number 
above that age remain any time in the Workhouse, except those who suffer from 
disease and delicacy. 

The younger children who are reared in the Workhouses are generally speaking 
bastards, and many of them the offspring of prostitutes. 

The Workhouse is invariably resorted to as a lying-in hospital by the mothers of 
illegitimate children ; cases of fever and infectious diseases amongst the poorer classes 
are always sent there, and so are cases of accident, as well as children of consti- 
tutional delicacy. 

Considering all these circumstances, I think the mortality in my Unions during 
the year alluded to has been remarkably low, and I am only surprised to find the 
deaths have been so few.

6. — Dr. Bbodie. 

Gentlemen, Galway, November, 1859. 

I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter, date 8th instant, 
directing my attention to a notice placed on the books of the House of Commons, 
for the ensuing Parliamentary Session, by Mr. Arnott, to move the appointment of 
a Select Committee to inquire into the causes of the alleged excessive rate of mor- 
tality in the children relieved in the Workhouses of Ireland, and requesting that I 
would procure certain desired information on this subject. 

The returns of deaths of children in the several Workhouses in my district for 
the year ended 16th April, 1859, forwarded with your letter, are returned herewith, 
with such information on each case as I could procure, and considered worthy of 
note. I beg to enclose a “ tabular summary,” showing the number of deaths that 
occurred in each Workhouse in each of the four classes of children up to fifteen 
years, as they are arranged for dietary purposes, distinguishing, in each class, the 
number of legitimate, illegitimate, and deserted children, respectively. 

The gross number of deaths, in the sixteen Unions to which the return relates, is 
116; of these 71 are infants under two years; 18 in the class from two to five; 12 
from five to nine; and 15 from nine to fifteen ; — the whole number of deaths of 
children, from two to fifteen years of age, amounting together to 45. 

Seventy-one deaths in the class of infants appears a large number ; but it cannot 
excite surprise in any person having intimate or practical knowledge of Workhouses, 
that a large proportion of deaths occurs in this class. There is to be considered, 
first, the general high rate of mortality amongst infants, under the most favourable 
circumstances ; next, that this rate is far exceeded in all public institutions. Then, 
of those 71 deaths 54 were illegitimate and 5 deserted children. I may here 
remark, that this fact should not be regarded as any evidence of the spread of im- 
morality in the country, or that the relief afforded in the Workhouses of Ireland 
has a laxative effect in this respect ; but it proves that the immorality of the country 
is almost concentrated in the Union Workhouses, instead of being, as heretofore, 
diffused over it, and especially in those cases where the result is pregnancy. To the 
usually prevailing causes of mortality, as before alluded to, add the diseases almost 
necessarily engendered, parentally, in very many of these cases. Take into account, 
also, the indifference with which the mothers of many of such children must regard 
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the death of their offspring, and the absolute feeling of relief it affords to others of 
them and it must be expected that only a small portion will survive the first stage 
of existence. 

Classifying those children according to the ascribed cause of death, we have — 
5 still-born; 17, convulsions; 33, marasma or general wasting; 2, scrofula; 2, 
croup; 1, measles; and 11 other diseases incidental to childhood. 

I do not look upon 45 deaths of children, from two to fifteen years, as excessive 
in 16 Union Workhouses, having, I should say, a daily average of 160 inmates in 
each and representing the greater proportion of the diseases and mortality of the 
destitute poor, between these ages, in a population of at least 500,000. My own 
experience enables me to say, that the children between two and fifteen years, in 
the Workhouses in my district, are generally healthy. In this class are comprised 
orphans and deserted children — the sick and the delicate of constitution, whose 
services are not considered sufficient compensation for their maintenance. The 
vigour and robustness of children brought up in the world without cannot be looked 
for in the Workhouse. This fact may not only be admitted, but it would be against 
the force of reason and weight of evidence to deny it. And laying aside all dispute 
as to modes of computation, it is clearly unfair to institute a comparison between 
the rate of mortality of Workhouse children, and that of the general population of 
the country. The comparison is still more unfair, more unreasonable, when carried 
behind the present time to the period when, though its intense severity had passed 
away, the famine yet exercised its injurious influence on the survivors ; or even 
more recently, but less visibly operated. The Workhouses now fairly represent the 
ordinary destitution of the country ; and, making due allowance for their character 
as receptacles of vice, poverty, neglect, and of general district infirmaries, they' may 
henceforward be tested as to their effects on the lives and health of the inmates.

7. — Mr. Crawford. 

Gentlemen, Dublin, December 6, 185D. 

I liave the honour to forward to you herewith the returns of children under 
fifteen years of age, who died in the Workhouses in my district, during the year 
ended the 16th April, 1859, as requested bv your letter of the 8th November last, 
No. 231 M./59. 

I do not think these returns show that any excessive mortality has taken 
place in these Workhouses, a very large proportion of the deaths having occurred 
among parties recently admitted to the Workhouses, and who were, at that period, 
in a delicate state of health, the cases being comparatively very few where children 
born healthy, or admitted in a healthy state, have died in the" establishment ; and 
I apprehend the mortality among'this class would bear comparison with any other 
establishment where children are reared. 

The great majority of the children bom in the Workhouses are illegitimate, 
and many of the mothers are admitted in a very destitute condition, some of them 
labouring under venereal disease ; and, in such cases, it is not to be expected that 
the infants born of such a parent can possess average strength. 

The children who have died have, for the most part, been children bom under 
shell circumstances, in the Workhouse, or admitted with their mothers in a state of 
very delicate health, having suffered from want of proper attention before their 
admission.

8. — Mr. Bourke. 

Gentlemen, Castlebar, 19th December, 1859. 

I transmit herewith five additional returns of mortality amongst children in 
the Workhouses of this district, in continuation of the lists already forwarded. 
Returnfffrom three Unions are still due, which I had expected to be able to com- 
plete by personal inquiries on the ‘spot, but having been prevented from visiting 
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those Unions by the severity of the weather, I have written to the Clerks for the 
necessary information, and will forward the remaining returns in a few days. 

In the meantime, I beg leave to offer such remarks upon the subject as are sug- 
gested by my experience in the Workhouses of this district. 

° I -will not enter upon any examination of the statistics of the mortality of children 
in these Workhouses, as compared with the numbers in receipt of relief, or the 
proportion of deaths amongst children born there, though I have collected some 
details upon the subject, as fuller materials for such an investigation are accessible 
to you from official returns. But I think I shall be borne out by the lists I have 
forwarded, in stating that, as far as this district is concerned, there is no evidence 
of any juvenile mortality caused by disease engendered in the Workhouse. In a 
few instances there have been deaths from an epidemic, such as hooping-cough, but 
they are rare. The cases of fever have all arisen out of the Workhouse. The 
mortality is, for the most part, confined either to children admitted in an advanced 
stage of constitutional disease — to infants of very tender age, the offspring of dis- 
solute women, whose habits of life are unfavourable to the production of healthy 
children — or to infants deserted by their parents, and exposed to hardship and 
suffering before admission. 

That there is no apprehension among the poor of danger to their children’s 
health from residence in the Workhouse, is proved by the absence of all complaints 
to that effect from those in receipt of relief, and by the readiness with which appli- 
cations are made for admission by parents, on behalf of themselves and their 
children, whenever their circumstances require it. 

But perhaps the strongest proof of all is in the appearance of the children 
themselves. It would be difficult to find a set of healthier or more robust children 
than those in the Workhouses, here composing the class in which the rate of mortality 
is ordinarily highest, viz.: — From six years of age to infancy. The fact cannot 
fail to strike every one visiting the Workhouses, and is a frequent theme of remark 
amongst Guardians and Medical Officers — and the testimony of those latter is 
uniform as to the generally sound health of the children at that time of life. As 
they advance in years some of this robustness disappears, especially amongst the 
hoys, whose tone seems to suffer most from the artificial mode of life in a Work- 
house. But though they lose some of the freshness of appearance they possessed 
when younger, their constitutions are certainly not impaired, and their frame is 
generally well developed. Moreover, as they advance towards adult life, and quit 
the Workhouse, they are not in any respect inferior, if indeed they do not surpass 
in strength, their contemporaries of the poorer classes who have been brought up at 
home. If the Workhouse were so fatal to the health of children as is sometimes 
represented, how does it come that out of the vast numbers of boys and girls 
annually discharged and taken into the working-classes of the population, no 
greater proportion turns out feeble in frame and unfit for the labour at which they 
engage? Such complaints are never heard- On the contrary, I believe the fact 
to be, that the children maintained in the Workhouses, upon the sufficient amount 
of good food allowed them, do, as it is natural they should, turn out stronger in 
frame than the children of the same class (viz., the very poorest), who have 
undergone the privations inseparable from theii^condition in life. 

I am satisfied that, in this district, if it were worth while to trace out the cases 
of healthy children bom and reared in the Workhouse, and of children admitted in 
health and continuing there for some years, the proportion of deaths would be 
found far under the general average of those brought up outside, and the amount 
of. sickness would be shown to be inconsiderable.

Gentlemen, December 20, 1859. 

In accordance with the instructions contained in your letter of the 8th ultimo, 
I herewith return, filled up as requested, the lists, or returns, for the Unions of South 
Dublin, Tullamore, Oldcastle, Kells, Nenagh, Borrisokane, Mullingar, Parsons- 
town, and Drogheda. The returns for the other Unions in my district I will return 
filled up as requested next week. 
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The only observation I have to make as to the terms of the notice of motion in 
the House of Commons is, that I am not aware of any excessive mortality or sick- 
ness to prevail amongst the children under fifteen years of age in the Workhouses 
in my district other than can be fully accounted for by the state of health in which 
the children were admitted to the Workhouse in, or born in it in. 

The sins of parents have been visited on Workhouse children as well as on others 
and strumous and syphilitic parents have produced diseased offspring ; but making 
fair allowance for the effects of early orphanage, for deserted children, and illegiti- 
mate children born in the Workhouse, whose mothers, from continued profligacy 
have, in many cases, lost the power for healthy pregnancy, and for the state of 
health, on admission, from destitution, neglect, &c., &c. of others, I do distinctly 
state that the sickness and mortality of children in the Workhouses in my district 
is not, and has not been, excessive or extraordinary ; and I state this not only as 
to my present district, but as to all the Workhouses I have ever had under my 
charge, and the Commissioners are aware that a great number of the Workhouses 
in Ireland have, at one time or another, been under my charge ; and I consider that 
there are few, if any, points in which the introduction of a Poor Law into Ireland 
has acted more beneficially in than the check it has given to the former excessive 
mortality and sickness that prevailed among destitute children of the class 
alluded to.

10. — Mb. Lucas. 

Gentlemen, Ivilmallock, December 21, 1859. 

In compliance with the instructions contained in your communication of the 
8th ultimo, No. 231, M./59, I have caused the additional information required by 
the columns in the returns therewith transmitted to be inserted in regard to each 
case, and I now send back the returns as requested. I have obtained the particu- 
lars inserted from the Medical Officers, the Workhouse Kegister, and other sources 
of information, and I have not omitted to give every circumstance which appeared 
applicable to the inquiry. 

It will be seen, on a perusal of the returns, that there are 210 deaths recorded in 
the Workhouses in my district of children under fifteen years of age, during the 
year ended 16th of April, 1859 ; but deducting the “ still-born” cases, the number 
is reduced to 199. This mortality has occurred in the numbers set out in the fol- 
lowing classes, viz. : —

The mortality amongst children between the ages of two and fifteen is very 
inconsiderable, and it has chiefly occurred amongst infants under two years of age. 

I find that 130 of the total number are represented as illegitimate, and fifty-nine 
are described as foundlings or deserted children relieved without their parents. 

The character of each of the cases is set out in the returns, and there are few 
cases in which some constitutional weakness or other disturbing cause, other than 
the assigned reason of death, cannot be traced. It is also to be observed that 
foundling and deserted children suffer invariably from exposure and other debili- 
tating causes previous to admission to the Workhouse, and it is not unreasonable 
to infer that illegitimate offspring (and the majority of deaths consist of that class) 
do not receive the same maternal nurture or care as the offspring of married people; 
and when they are deserted, and are thereby deprived of the natural sustenance of 
a mother, their chances of arriving at an age beyond mere infancy is very small.

Adverting to the letter addressed by the Commissioners for ad- 
mmistenng the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland to the Board 
of Guardians of Galway Union, on the 14th April last, in which the 
Commissioners intimated their intention of proceeding against cer- 
tain members of the Board of Guardians, in a court of equity for a 
breach of trust in misapplying the Poor Rates, by paying to the Rev 
Mr. Daly a sum of money for his services as Roman Catholic Chaplain 
dining a period when he was not legally in possession of that office 
the Commissioners desire to state that in the expectation that the 
proceedings which have been instituted against Mr. Daly in reference 
to the Chaplaincy would have been brought to a termination at an 
early period, they had determined to postpone the contemplated 
proceedings against the Guardians until the proceedings against Mr. 
Daly should have terminated. They now find, however, that owing 
to the state of the business of the court, it was not practicable to 
bung the question to a hearing during the last term ; and as, under 
these circumstances, a considerable interval must elapse before it can 
be determined, the Commissioners do not think it would be proper 
to allow the proceedin gs in relation to the payment made to Mr Daly 
to remain longer m abeyance, and they have accordingly requested 
their solicitors to take the necessary steps at once to file an informa- 
tion m Die Court of Chaneeiy against the Guardians who signed the 
cheque for the payment in question. 6

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland forward herewith for your information a copy of a 
letter which has been addressed to their solicitors, Messrs. Geale and 
Dwyer, by Mr. Thomas Commins, announcing the lodgment to the 
credit of the Galway Union of the amount illegally paicbto the Rev. 
Peter Daly, as salary for his services as Roman Catholic Chaplain for 
a period subsequent to the date of his ceasing to hold that office. 

The fact of this payment having been refunded may, the Commis- 
sioners think, be regarded as affording evidence that the Guardians 
are now satisfied that they cannot remunerate Mr. Daly for his ser- 
vices as a clergyman from the Poor Rates. , 

The question now pending in the Court of Queen s Bench, regard- 
ing the Chaplaincy, cannot be decided before November next; but, 
even assuming the decision to; be adverse to the Commissioners, it 
would not in any degree affect the question of the legality of any pay- 
ment which might be made to Mr Daly for the performance of tlie 
duties of Chaplain, inasmuch as the refusal of the Court to make 
absolute the conditional order for a quo warranto which has been 
obtained by the Commissioners would not imply more than that the 
Court considered that the case was not a proper one for that mode of 
proceeding, and such a decision would not of necessity convey any 
opinion whatever on the merits of the case. 

Tlie Commissioners think, therefore, that it may he well for you, 
under these circumstances, to wait on the Roman Catholic Bishop 
again, and ascertain his present views as to the recommendation of 
some Roman Catholic clergyman to be appointed by the Commis- 
sioners to the office of Roman Catholic Chaplain of Galway Work-

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland have the honour to inform you that the Guardians of 
Galway Union, at their meeting on Friday last, passed and recorded 
on their minutes the following resolution : — 

“That the Board having, on Friday last, by a majority of one, influenced by the 
sealed order of the Poor Law Commissioners, negatived the payment of the salary 
due to the Rev. Mr. Daly, and the rev. gentleman, in consequence, having discon- 
tinued his valuable services, we now call upon the Commissioners forthwith to 
provide for the spiritual wants of the poor of this Union, 101 of whom are at 
present confined to hospital, and many in the infirm wards.” 

The vacancy which exists in the office of Roman Catholic Chap- 
lain of Galway Union Workhouse was created by an order issued by 
the Commissioners on the 24th January last, in exercise of the power 
given to them by the provisions of the Irish Poor Relief Act, 1 & 2 
Viet., cap. 56. 

Since that vacancy occurred, by the removal of the Rev. Mr. Daly, 
the Commissioners have, in pursuance of the provisions of the 48th 
section of the same Act, tendered the vacant office of Chaplain to 
each of the other Roman Catholic Clergymen acting as such in the 
parish in which the Workhouse is situate, and each of them has 
declined to accept the office. 

The Commissioners have likewise intimated to you, through their 
Inspector, Dr. Brodie, their willingness to appoint to the vacant 
office any Roman Catholic Clergyman who might be recommended by 
you, but they have not hitherto received from you any such recom- 
mendation. 

The Commissioners are now most desirous of appointing, with the 
least possible delay, in compliance with the urgent and unanimous

No. 12 . — Letter from the Right Rev. Bishop MacEvilly, to the 
Commissioners. 

Gentlemen, Galway, August 25, 1859: 

On my return home, a day or two ago, after a short absence, I bad 
the honour of receiving your letter of the 17th instant, relative to the 
question of the Galway Workhouse Chaplaincy. When your In- 
spector, Dr. Brodie, waited on me in the early part of this year, in 
obedience to your instructions, I stated to him, that, under the cir- 
cumstances, I was determined not to interfere. I am not aware of 
any thing having occurred since to warrant me in altering that de- 
termination. It is hardly necessary to remind you that the present 
is a very peculiar case, indeed. The Very Rev. Mr. Daly is pastor, 
enjoying ordinary faculties within the parish in which the Work- 
house is situated. The appointment, then, of any other to exercise 
jurisdiction in his stead would be virtually superseding him in minis- 
tering to the most cherished portion of the flock confided to his 
charge. Such a course, every one must see, would, without some 
justifying cause, be an invasion of his pastoral rights, and an inter- 
ference with his most sacred duties. As far as I am made aware, or 
could in any way learn, no such justifying cause has been alleged 
against him. It is not pretended that he has been guilty of any ne- 
glect of duty. On this head, the most honourable testimony to his 
efficiency has been borne by the Board of Guardians. Neither is it 
asserted that he has violated any rule binding on Chaplains, which, 
no doubt, by his acceptance of the office, he virtually hound himself 
to observe. Neither can any act of his be strictly construed into an 
act of disobedience or insubordination, such as would warrant a 
Chaplain’s dismissal, according to the provisions of the Poor Law Act. 
The most intelligent and respectable of the Board of Guardians, gen- 
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tlemen profoundly versed in tlie operation of the Poor Laws, who 
could not -well be suspected of risking random or unfounded opinions 
on matters of such grave import, have not hesitated to declare, that 
the grounds alleged were not such as would warrant a Chaplain’s 
dismissal. 

Besides the injustice to the Very Rev. Mr. Daly, the appointment 
of another Chaplain in such circumstances, would involve a principle 
still higher and more important, as being more comprehensive in its 
relations, and more lasting and disastrous in its consequences ; it 
would imply a sanction and approval of at least an indirect, if not a 
direct, invasion of episcopal authority, in the giving and taking away 
of spiritual jurisdiction, the one illustrated in the dismissal of a 
Chaplain, and the consequent deprivation of jurisdiction ; the other, 
in the tendering of the same Chaplaincy to other clergymen, without 
any reference whatever to the ecclesiastical superior, to whom alone 
it belongs to give or withhold ecclesiastical jurisdiction. 

Considering, then, the great evils just referred to, considering also 
the dreadful evil to the inmates of the Workhouse, which, would re- 
sult from the absence of a regularly appointed Chaplain charged with 
their spiritual wants, between which evil, however great, and the sur- 
render of episcopal authority, there can be no manner of comparison, 
it would not be too much to suggest to the Commissioners to re- 
consider the case of the Very Rev. Mr. Daly, and not aggravate the 
sufferings of the Workhouse inmates, by depriving them of the 
only comfort left them this side of the grave — the consolations of 
religion.

No. 13 — Letter from the Commissioners to tlie Right Rev. Bishop 
MacEvilly. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Right Rev. Sir, August 29, 1859. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland have the honour_to acknowledge your letter of the 
25th instant, declining to comply with their request, that you -would 
enable them to make the appointment of‘a Roman Catholic Chaplain 
of Galway Workhouse, by recommending to them some Roman Ca- 
tholic Clergyman for that office. 

With regard to the sufficiency of the grounds on which the Com- 
missioners removed the Rev. Mr. Daly from the Chaplaincy, the 
Commissioners must observe, that they have acted in this case in 
exercise of an authority, which, without question, has been given 
them by Act of Parliament, to appoint and remove Chaplains. 

It is the practice of the Commissioners, in exercising that authority, 
to act with as much deference and respect to the spiritual jurisdiction 
of the Bishop, whether Protestant or Roman Catholic, as they are 
enabled to do by the law which they are administering. 

In appointing Chaplains, they are quite aware that no Roman 
Catholic Clergyman can accept the office contrary to the wishes of 
his ecclesiastical superiors ; nevertheless, as the Statute expressly 
requires the Commissioners to give a preference to the parochial 
clergy, they have found it necessary to discharge themselves of that 
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obligation by communicating directly with the parochial clergy and 
leaving them to ascertain the views of the Bishop. 

Vv ere a different course taken, and the Bishop applied to in the 
first instance by the Commissioners, he might be disposed, as is some 
times the case, to recommend a Clergyman not acting as such in the 
parish m which the Workhouse is situate; and the result would bo 
that by such a course on the part of the Bishop, the parochial elergv 
would not have the preference which has been assigned to them by 
the Legislature ; and this preference the Commissioners feel bound 
to secure to them, so far as it lies in their power to do, when no ob- 
jection to their fitness on secular grounds exists. 

It cannot, therefore, be properly taken as any want of respect for 
the spiritual authority of the Koman Catholic Bishops, that the Com- 
missioners m pursuance of their prescribed duty, place themselves 
directly m communication with the Roman Catholic Clergy, and leave 
to them any preliminary action "which may he necessary in regard to 
eeclesiastrca 1 discipline, and the superior authority of their Bishops 
. With regard to the removal of Workhouse Chaplains, the Commis- 
sioners have never removed any Chaplain, either Protestant or Roman 
Catholic, on any ground affecting his fitness as a clergyman, or on 
any ground haying relation to the proper performance of his spiritual 
duties, they have scrupulously on all such occasions, limited them- 
selves to questions of a strictly secular nature. 

When sufficient grounds of that nature arise for removing a Chap- 
lam, the Commissioners feel themselves exclusively responsible 
under an Act of the Legislature, for exercising the authority, to re- 
move if they think ht to do so ; and they could not, without an improper 
abandonment of their official functions, seek to include either the 
Piotestant or Roman Catholic Bishop of the diocese, as the case 
might be, m the responsibility of their official acts, or make those 
acts depend m any way on the assent of those authorities 
In the particular ease of the Rev. Mr. Daly, as in all other like 
cases, the grounds of removal were exclusively secular, consisting in 
fact of certain expressions in a letter addressed by him to the Board 
of Guardians of Galway Union. When, therefore, you state that 
those grounds were m your opinion, not sufficient, and that an act of 
injustice has been done by the Commissioners to Mr Daly the Com- 
missioners feel hound to reply, that, while all deference and respect 
has been shown by them to you as Roman Catholic Bishop, and any 
intrusion upon your province most scrupulously avoided, you on 
the other hand are mailing yourself of “your position in spiritual 
aftans, to interfere with an exercise of authority in secular matters, 
which authority has been confided by law to the hands of laymen. 

. u . r ^ er ’ w ken ^ 0U that the independent exercise by the Coin- 
missioners of the authority_ so confided to them, is an invasion of 
episcopal authority m the giving and taking away of spiritual juris- 
diction, and that the surrender of such episcopal authority is an 
evil beyond comparison greater than the evil, great and dreadful as 
you state it to be, of the Roman Catholic inmates of Galway Work- 
house being deprived of the regular services of a Chaplain, the Com- 
missioners cannot but lament the very small prospect which appears 
to exist of a speedy termination of the present difficulty. *

No. 14 . — Letter from the Right Rev. Bishop MacEvilly to the 
Commissioners. 

Galway, September 3, 1859. 

Gentlemen, — I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of 
your letter of the 29th ult., in which, after a lengthened explanation 
of the line of conduct usually pursued by you in the dismissal and 
appointment of Workhouse Chaplains, whether Catholic or Protestant, 
you decline entertaining the suggestion I made to you, to the effect 
that you would, in order to remedy the evils I referred to, reconsider 
the case of the Very Rev. Peter Daly. 

I cannot but regret the determination you have come to in this 
matter, inasmuch as the course suggested seemed to me the only one 
open for adoption, without trenching upon or infringing the rights 
or duties of any party. I regret it the more, as the explanation which 
preceded the expression of this resolve on your part, far from mend- 
ing matters, seems to me only to aggravate them still more, for it 
amounts to this, that while exercising a power involving the giving 
and taking away of spiritual jurisdiction, you are only acting in 
accordance with the letter and spirit of a law which you are appointed 
to administer ; and furthermore, if matters are not pushed to greater 
extremities — if we are only beaten with whips while we might have 
been scourged with scorpions — we are indebted to the courtesy and 
land considerateness of gentlemen charged with administering a law 
involving grave questions of an ecclesiastical and spiritual character, 
of whom it may be said, without the slightest disrespect, that they 
cannot be expected to be conversant with the laws of the Catholic 
Church, either as regards doctrine, discipline, or government. 

It is not, therefore, a matter of surprise that, when treating of 
ecclesiastical matters, they should fall into grave errors, and exhibit 
a strange confusion of ideas. Of this your letter furnishes the 
clearest illustration when you convey, that because you take cog- 
nizance only of what you term questions of a secular nature in 
dealing with Chaplains, no act of yours can, therefore, be construed 
into an exercise of spiritual authority, as if the giving and taking 
away of spiritual jurisdiction did not involve the exercise of spiritual 
authority, and the act of removing a Chaplain were specifically the 
same as the cause of such removal. May it not sometimes occur 
that the violation of the laws of the secular power, binding in 
conscience, and under pain of damnation, would imperatively call for 
the direct exercise of spiritual authority ; and will it, therefore, be 
said that, because this act of spiritual authority may have for object 
what you term merely a secular question, it ceases to be an exercise 
of spiritual jurisdiction. 

It will hardly be expected from me to take any serious notice of 
the parity you wish to institute, and the dignified retort you mean to 
convey, when you suggest, or rather assert, that by omitting to 
sanction, without just cause, the dismissal of a Chaplain, and the 
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appointment of his successor, I am as chargeable with undue inter- 
ference in secular matters as you are in spiritual ; since the wide 
disparity that exists between the act of undue appointment, by w 
men, to the exercise of spiritual functions, or the undue dismissal 
from the same, on the one hand, and the omission on the part of tire 
ecclesiastical authority, on the other, to sanction such acts, which no 
law, civil or ecclesiastical, calls upon him to sanction, must be 
obvious to the meanest capacity. 

I have only once more to express my sincere regret at the 
resolution you have come to in this matter, of depriving the poor of 
the advantages they have a right you should provide for them ; and 
if they have to suffer iu consequence, upon those rest the blame and 
responsibility who are at fault.

Adverting to previous correspondence, the Commissioners for 
administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland for- 
ward to you herewith a copy of a report which they have received 
from Dr. Brodie, Poor Law Inspector, in reply to a communication 
inquiring as to the attention paid to the spiritual wants of the Roman 
Catholic inmates of the Galway Union Workhouse. 

You will observe that no service appears to be performed in the 
Workhouse since Sunday the 7th August last, the Sunday succeed- 
ing the date when the Guardians declined (as will be seen by the 
enclosed copy of their resolution) to pay the Rev. Mr. Daly, the salary 
which he alleged was then due to him, namely, for the quarter it is 
presumed then recently expired. 

Another quarter has since terminated on the 29th ultimo, and no 
application has been made for payment of salary. 

It would thus appear that Mr. Daly, according to his announce- 
ment to the Guardians, on the 12th August, has ceased to exercise 
the office of Roman Catholic Chaplain, and has also ceased to demand 
payment of the salary. 

The Commissioners wish these facts to be laid before Counsel, in 
reference to the proceedings now pending in the Court of Queen’s 
Bench, which the Commissioners have no desire to go on with under 
existing circumstances, unless it should be thought necessary to 
do so.

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No. 28 . — Letter from the Commissioners to the Ciiiee Secretary 
of the Lord Lieutenant. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin 
Sir, October 18, 1859. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland acknowledge the receipt of the memorial referred to 
them on the 10th inst., which has been addressed to His Excellency 
the Lord Lieutenant, by the Board of Guardians of Galway Union 
praying His Excellency to require that steps be taken by the Commis- 
sioners to provide for the spiritual consolation of the Roman Ca- 
tholic inmates of Galway Workhouse, or to suggest to the memorial- 
ists some other means by which they may attain that object. 

In reference thereto the Commissioners desire to forward herewith, 
for His Excellency’s information, a copy of the correspondence which 
they have had with the Right Rev. Bishop M'Evilly, and the Guar- 
dians of Galway Union, on the subject of the appointment of a 
Roman Catholic Chaplain to the Workhouse, subsequent to their 
letter to General Larcom of the 9th ultimo. The correspondence 
now forwarded, together with that already submitted to His Excel- 
lency, comprises all that has taken place. 

The present memorial from the Board of Guardians (which is re- 
turned herewith, a copy being retained) does not accurately describe 
the circumstances attending the removal of the Rev. Peter Daly from 
the office of Roman Catholic Chaplain of Galway Workhouse, on the 
present occasion. 

It was on a former occasion (not on this) that the Commissioners 
were constrained to remove Mr. Daly for addressing offensive and 
insulting language to the Board of Guardians, on his retractation 
whereof he was reinstated in his office by the Commissioners. 

On the present occasion the Commissioners removed him on ac- 
count of insubordinate conduct towards themselves, and for the mu- 
tinous language which he thought fit to address by letter to the 
Guardians of the Union, counselling them and the Master of the 
Workhouse to act in defiance to the authority of the Commissioners, 
and to set at nought the opinion of the Law Officers of the Crown, 
which had been sent by the Commissioners to the Guardians for 
their guidance in the discharge of their ordinary duty. 

The Commissioners did not, as stated in the memorial, request 
Mr. Daly to apologise for and withdraw this language, but called for 
his resignation at once, and on his refusal to resign they removed 
him by an order under seal. 

The Chaplain of a Workhouse is an officer of high position and 
great influence, and is capable of working great mischief in a large 
Workhouse like that of Galway Union, if permitted to inculcate in- 
subordination, and exhibit an example of it in his own person. 
Moreover, he is an officer appointed exclusively by the Commission- 
ers, and exclusively removable by them. They are, therefore, directly 
responsible in every point of view for restraining, on the part of the 
Chaplain, offensive and insulting language to the Guardians, and in- 
subordinate conduct towards themselves. 

Few as the occasions have been in which the Commissioners have 
been called on to remove Chaplains of Workhouses on such grounds, 
they have not hesitated to do so whenever a sufficiently cogent 
ground presented itself, whether in the case of a Protestant or 
Roman Catholic Clergyman. 

However great may be the temporary embarrassment caused by 
decisive action on such occasions, the Commissioners feel confident, 
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from long experience, that a different course would render the admi- 
nistration of the Poor Law in this country, under a central authority, 
extremely difficult, if not absolutely impracticable. 

The conduct of the Board of Guardians of Galway Union on the 
removal of Mr. Daly, on the last occasion, was very blamable; for, 
immediately on receipt of the sealed order, they requested Mr. Daly 
to continue his ministrations as Chaplain of the Workhouse, as if no 
such order had been made. 

Mr. Daly accordingly usurped the office of Chaplain for several 
months, demanded his salary as Chaplain, and received payment by 
cheque from the Guardians, for a period subsequent to his dismissal 
from the office. 

The Commissioners have since taken effectual steps for causing 
the sum so illegally paid to be refunded to the Treasurer of the 
Union; and the Guardians have since admitted the efficacy of the 
order of removal, and the existence of a vacancy in the office of 
Chaplain. 

The Commissioners are’ now called on by the Guardians to re- 
appoint Mr. Daly ; but, reviewing the whole course of conduct pur- 
sued by the rev. gentleman himself, as well as that pursued by the 
Guardians, the Commissioners feel it impossible to regard the merits 
of the whole transaction in any other light than as an insuperable 
bar to Mr. Daly’s again assuming the functions of Roman Catholic 
Chaplain of Galway Workhouse. 

In the correspondence which has ensued between the Commis- 
sioners and the Roman Catholic Bishop, another question of far 
more serious import has been raised: the Bishop claiming, as 
part of his ecclesiastical position, the right to judge whether suffi- 
cient ground has existed for the removal of a Workhouse Chaplain 
by the Commissioners. 

The different view which the Commissioners have taken of their 
official responsibility in this respect, under the existing provisions of 
the law, is fully set forth in the correspondence; and it will be like- 
wise seen that the Bishop persists in maintaining this ecclesiastical 
right, and on the strength of it refuses to name for appointment by 
the Commissioners any other clergyman than the Rev. Mr. Daly. 

This right, as the Commissioners believe, does not exist in the 
pase of chaplains in the army or navy, in gaols, lunatic asylums, or 
m any other public establishment, nor is it anywhere claimed on 
behalf of the clergy of the Church of England and Ireland ; and the 
Commissioners do not hesitate to express their belief that if it ivere 
conceded in the case of chaplains of Irish Workhouses, the difficul- 
ties experienced by the secular authority, whether local or central, in 
maintaining order in those establishments, would be thereby greatly 
increased. J

Secret ary of the Lord Lieutenant.

Adverting to their letter of the 18th inst., relating to the Roman 
Catholic Chaplaincy of Galway Union, the Commissioners for 
administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland are

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(jfesirous of further stating, for the information of His Excellency 
the Lord Lieutenant, that certain legal proceedings arc pending in 
the Court of Queen’s Bench between themselves and the Rev. Mr. 
Daly, and that the mode in which these proceedings may terminate 
is at present somewhat uncertain. 

V. The Commissioners took those proceedings in consequence of the 
ihsubordinate and illegal conduct of the Board of Guardians and the 
Rev. Mr. Daly, subsequently to the issue of their order removing 
Mr. Daly from liis office. By the 114th section of Statute 1 &2 Vic., 
c. 50, it 'is enacted, “ That no order of the Commissioners shall be 
removed by writ of certiorari into any Court of Record but Her 
Majesty's Court of Queen’s Bench at Dublin ; and that every order 
of the Commissioners which shall be so removed into the Court of 
Queen’s Bench, or the legality of which shall be called in question 
in any other legal proceeding, shall nevertheless, until the same shall 
be declared illegal by the Court of Queen's Bench, continue in full 
force and virtue, and bo obeyed, performed, and enforced in such and 
the same manner as if the same had not been so removed, or the 
legality thereof had not been called in question.” No steps have been 
taken, either by the Guardians or Mr. Daly, to remove the order of 
the Commissioners dismissing Mr. Daly into the Court of Queen’s 
Bench by certiorari ; but it will bo seen by reference to the corres- 
pondence already laid before His Excellency that the Guardians of 
Galway Union, on receiving that order, passed a resolution request 
ins Mr. Daly to continue his official connexion with the Workhouse 
as'their Chaplain; that Mr. Daly continued to act in that capacity 
accordingly, and demanded his salary as Chaplain, and was paid by 
the Guardians for his services in that capacity for a period subse- 
quent to the date of the order. 

The Guardians having acted illegally, and in deliberate contempt 
of the authority of the Commissioners, it was determined to take 
advantage of existing precedents, and to bring the Guardians 
who signed the cheque before the Court of Chancery as in ease of a 
breach B of trust. At the same time the Commissioners proceeded 
against Mr. Daly by quo warranto in the Court of Queen’s Bench, 
and obtained an order of the Court calling on him to show cause 
why the writ should not issue. These proceedings had the effect 
of causing the Guardians to refund the sum illegally disbursed ; and 
subsequently, on a further demand of salary, as Chaplain, by the Rev. 
Mr. Daly, the Guardians declined to make the payment. 

Mr Daly hereupon ceased to exercise the office of Chaplain, and, 
although another quarter expired on 29th September, did not again 
demand payment of salary. 

Under these circumstances, the Commissioners, desiring to discon- 
tinue further proceedings against Mr. Daly, as no longer necessary, 
have sought the further advice of Counsel, and are advised that they 
can withdraw from the proceedings now before the Court of Queen’s 
Bench; and steps are now in course of being taken with that view. 

With regard to the refusal of the Roman Catholic Bishop to 
permit any other Roman Catholic Clergyman to accept the vacant 
Chaplaincy, the Commissioners are advised by their Counsel that no 
further course appears open to them unless it were to advertise fora 
Chaplain. The Commissioners, however, think that they have pur- 
sued a more respectful course to the authorities of the Roman Catholic 
Church, and one as likely to be effectual, by inviting the Roman 
Catholic Bishop to name to them a successor, which he has refused 
to do. The opinion of counsel concludes in the following terms 

“ H no person offers to accept it (tlie Chaplaincy) the Commissioners must leave 
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it vacant having but the alternative of re-appointing Mr. Daly, who has deported, 
himself not merely with insubordination and contumacy, but with insulting arffPri; 
caiice after having done what, in my opinion, was an illegal and unwarrantable 
act I am also of opinion that the letters of the Roman Catholic Bishop set iip-h- i 
title to the right of appointing a Chaplain to the Workhouse, and of making him 
an independent officer, in direct opposition to the Act of. Parliament. Whatever 
may be the justice, or propriety, or expediency, of conferring this right of appoint- 
ment upon the Roman Catholic Bishop, or upon any other Roman Catholic clerical 
authority, I am very clearly of opinion, that the Commissioners cannot succumb to 
the violent and open assault made in this case upon the law which they are bound 
to administer, and upon the authority which the Legislature has thought fit^f 
place in their hands, and which, upon the highest principle of constitutional law 
and public utility, they should not, upon any consideration of expediency, suffer sto 
be trampled upon while it is left in their hands. . /•>/! 

U Having, therefore, done all that they can do (and, in my opinion, they hav^. 
done all that they can, or that in propriety they ought to do) to procure a Roman; 
Catholic Chaplain for the Workhouse, they should now leave the place vacant, and! 
protect the fundjrom any payment to any unauthorized person who may assunie ' 
the duties of Chaplain. They should not offer any opposition, or suffer any impedi- 
ment to be placed in the way of any Roman Catholic Clergyman who pleases to 
administer to the inmates of the Workhouse. But they should not. admit the title 
to be paid a salary to any one except an authorized Chaplain, appointed by them- 
selves, as directed by the Act of Parliament.

Snt, 

We beg leave to state that this case, which was argued before the 
Court of Queen’s Bench in last November term, and has, since then, 
stood in the list for judgment, came on on the 27th ultimo, when the 
Court discharged the conditional order, allowing the cause shown by the 
Bev. Mr. Daly, with costs. 

In reporting the termination of the case, we would wish to be allowed 
shortly to state the course of the proceedings taken by ns ; the precise 
subject of the argument in November last, to which alone the judgment 
of the Court refers ; and the position in which the decision in question 
now leaves the matter. 

Mr. Daly was removed from the office of Chaplain in January, 1859 ; 
he continued, notwithstanding, to discharge its duties ; and, in the begin- 
ning of April last, applied, in the ordinary course, to the Guardians for 
his half-year’s salary, up to 25th March, 1859, which was accordingly 
paid by the Board upon the 8th April. The matter was then placed in 
our hands, and, acting upon our instructions, we addressed a letter to Mr. 
Daly, under date of 14th April, stating our intention to proceed against 
him in the then ensuing term ; and, accordingly, an application for liberty 
to file an information, in the nature of a quo warranto against him, was 
made in the Court of Queen’s Bench upon the 20th April, when the Court 
granted a conditional order accordingly. 

The application was, of course, grounded upon an affidavit which detailed 
the appointment and removal, by the Co mm issioners, of Mr. Dal}' from 
the office of Chaplain, and liis subsequent acts in continuing to usurp and 
exercise the duties of such office. The defence set up by Mr. Daly, in 
his affidavit, raised, in the first instance, the question of law, as to the 
applicability of the writ of quo warranto to the office of Chaplain. He 
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then states the particular: facts of the case upon which he relied refers to 

the correspondence, &c., which had taken place between himself, the 
Guardians, and Commissioners— and urges that the duties performed by 
him in the Workhouse were those appertaining to him as priest of the* 
parish wherein the Workhouse is situate, and were not, in any respect of 
a public character. 1 ’ 

Upon those affidavits the case was set down for argument, but owing 
to the press of business in the Court, was not called on until the beginning 
of November, as already stated. ° 

We may here observe, that, owing to certain steps taken by us in 
accordance with instructions received from the Commissioners, the Guar- 
dians who had made the illegal payment of salary to Mr. Daly refunded 
the amount so illegally paid to the Treasurer of the Union, in or about 
July last ; and Mr. Daly having put forward a further demand for salary 
to the Guardians — we belie in the beginning of August — the Board 
refused to pay same, whereupon he retired from further interference in 
the Workhouse, and ceased to exercise any of the duties appertaining to 
the office of Chaplain. 

Matters being in this state, and the object of the proceedings being 
thus attained, we served a notice upon Mr. Daly’s attorney, shortly prior 
to the commencement of November term, proposing to discharge the 
conditional order by consent, and thus let the matter drop, each party 
abiding his own costs. This offer, however, was refused, and the case 
thus came on before the Court. 

Upon the hearing, the discussion was entirely confined to the question 
as to whether the remedy sought was applicable to the ease, having 
regard to the authority of previous decisions. It was very fully argued* 
and the statements of Counsel ran into the second day upon this point- 
and that it was a subject of much doubt and difficulty to the learned 
Judges who heard the case, is proved by their having allowed over two 
nlonths to elapse before they delivered their judgment upon it. That 
judgment discharging the conditional order was entirely founded upon 
the tenure by which the office was held under the Act of Parliament being 
at the will and pleasure of the Commissioners, and all the authorities 
cited laying it down that, to an office so held, the proceeding by quo 
warranto did not apply. The defence of Mr. Daly, as put forward in 
ms affidavit — that the duties of the office were not of a public nature 
(another necessary ingredient to make the proceeding applicable)~was 
scarcely argued by his Counsel, and was distinctly overruled by the 
Court ; the legality of the sealed order removing Mr. Daly, and his actual 
removal from office being beyond dispute— in fact, not being in any way 
(Questioned — the Court conceived, as one of the Judges expressed it, that 
it was almost an idle proceeding to seek the intervention of the Court in 
a matter wherein the powers of the Commissioners, under the Act of 
Parliament, were unquestioned and unquestionable. 

With regard to the decision pronounced, although adverse to the appli- 
cation made on behalf of the Commissioners seelang the intervention of 
the Court, it clearly, establishes this : that their proceedings throughout 
have been strictly within their powers : that in no single step have they 
exceeded their authority ; and that upon the issue of the sealed order by 
the Commissioners, in January, 1859, Mr. Daly ceased to be Chaplain of 
the Galway Union Workhouse.

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor 
in Ireland have learned from the Minutes of the Proceedings of the Board 
of Guardians of Galway Union of Friday last, that a resolution was adop- 
ted, requesting the parish priest, the Rev. Mr. Daly, to provide Mass for 
the inmates of the Workhouse until such time as arrangements may be 
made to have a Chaplain appointed. 

The terms of the recent decision of the Court of Queen’s Bench appear 
to have established beyond doubt that the Commissioners, in removing 
Mr. Daly from the office of Chaplain, acted within the powers vested in 
them by the 4Sth section of 1 & 2 Vic. cap. 52, and that the Chaplaincy, 
therefore, has been rendered vacant by such removal. 

The Commissioners, although they have expressed to the Guardians of 
Galway Union their desire that during the continuance of the vacancy 
every facility should be given to the parochial clergy for affording reli- 
gious service to the inmates of the W orkhouse, are reluctant to see the 
parochial clergy called upon to render such service without that remune- 
ration which the law has enabled the Commissioners to provide for the 
official services of a Chaplain; and they trust that you will now take into 
your further consideration the propriety of acceding to their previous 
request, and have the goodness to nominate to them for appointment a 
Roman Catholic Clergyman as successor to the late Chaplain, the Rev.

The Commissioners 
are advqspd that any further application to the Court is not likX °o be 
successful, and they have therefore abandoned any intention of proceeding 
further for the recovery of the sum in question. proceeomg 

Under these circumstances, the Commissioners of Audit may pos- 
sibly feel a difficulty m certifying, without the assent of the^ords 
Commissioners of the Treasury, an item included in an account now 
before them consistmg of the above-mentioned sum of £600 and now ' 
for the first time, entered in that account as part of the official expendi- 
ture of this department. _ The Commissioners think it right, therefore at 
once to place before their Lordships the correspondence relating to this 
transaction. From that correspondence it will appear that on settlement 
of the contractors, Messrs. Doohn’s account, they preferred a claim for 
payment over and above the award made by the architect under the terms 
of the contract, on the ground of extra works, which they alleged were

The Board of Guardians were consulted by the Commissioners as to the

sioners to enforce this demand, claiming as damages the sum of £2,881 
8 S ' 4 (i This action was tried before Mr. J ustice Ball, at Cork Assizes, 
and the jury disagreeing, no verdict was given. . The Judge on this occa- 
sion urgently pressed on the Counsel and Solicitor in attendance on the 
part of the Commissioners the propriety of submitting the case to arbitra- 
tion for the purpose of avoiding further cost and further risk in litigation. 

A proposal subsequently made by Messrs. Doolin to the Commissioners 
for an arbitration was communicated by them to the Board of Guardians ; 
but the Guardians declined to commit themselves to any responsibility in 
connexion with that proposal. . # . 

Subsequently to this the Commissioners, acting under the advice of 
their Solicitors, concluded a compromise with Messrs. Doolin for the sum 
of £600. 

In making this compromise the Commissioners believed themselves to 
be acting for the benefit of the Clonmel Union in avoiding the cost and 
the risk of another trial, and informed the Guardians to that effect ; but on 
learning the terms of the compromise the Guardians declined to reimburse 
the Commissioners the expense incurred. 

Althouoh the course pursued by the Board of Guardians throughout 
afforded no hope that the Guardians would voluntarily take on themselves 
any pecuniary obligation arising on the suit forced on the Commissioners 
by Messrs. Doolin, the Commissioners had, at the time of making the com- 
promise, every expectation, under the advice of their Solicitors, of being 
enabled to recover from the Guardians payment by process of law, and 
they proceeded against the Guardians accordingly. Every step in those 
procceedings, even the framing of the order to raise the money, was taken 
under the advice of Counsel, notwithstanding which the proceedings have 
been unsuccessful. 

It is only now left for the Commissioners to place the sum hitherto laid 
before the Commissioners of Audit as an advance from their office funds 
to the final debit of that account ; and the Commissioners trust that my 
Lords will assent to its being certified in that shape by the Commissioners 
of Audit, having been expended by the Commissioners in the necessary 
discharge of functions imposed on them by Act of Parliament. 

The Commissioners desire to observe, in conclusion, that a recommend- 
ation was made by them to Government, on the 2nd December, 1854, to 
vest the ownership of Irish Workhouse property in the Boards of Guar- 
dians of the respective Unions ; and that a clause to this effect was included 
in a Bill introduced by Sir John Young in the House of Commons, in the 
Session 1855 ; and that a similar clause has been laid before the same 
House in an Irish Poor Law Amendment Bill in every succeeding Session 
of Parliament, and will, as the Commissioners have reason to believe, be 
again brought forward. 

The reasons for that recommendation are set forth in the Appendix to 
the Twelfth Annual Keport, at page 133, in the following terms: — 

“ It is proposed to give the legal estate in the 'Workhouses, and other real pro- 
perty of the Union, heretofore vested in the Commissioners, to the Boards of 
Guardians. This will have the effect of placing the Irish Boards in the same 
position, in this respect, as the English Boards, and is necessary to alter a state of 
affairs which is quite anomalous. 

“ At present, the Commissioners have all the responsibilities of ownership, but 
are wholly dependent upon the Guardians for funds, and the Guardians have abso- 
lute possession of the premises, but neither as owners or tenants. This position is 
attended by difficulty in all transactions which result in legal process, the only 
remedy for whicli appears to be the transfer proposed, subject to certain securities 
against any misuse of the Workhouse property. Generally, Boards of Guardians 
have not objected to reimburse the Commissioners for legal expenses incurred by 
them about Union property; but the Guardians of Midleton Union, in a case in 
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which a valuable property was secured to them by legal process, on the part of 
Commissioners, undertaken at their desire, repudiate liability for the costs : anil tlf 
late Law Officers of the Crown advised the Commissioners that there was no W,i 
remedy which would enable the Commissioners to recover those costs. 

“ In a similar manner, the Guardians of Clonmel Union have repudiated 
payment of sums expended by the Commissioners in litigation with the Contractor 
for huildmg the Workhouse ; and a suit is now pending bctween-the Commissioned 
and the Guardians, with a view of compelling the Guardians to reimburse the 
Commissioners for those payments.” tne 



Had the clause in question been enacted, the recent suit would have 
been between Messrs. Doolin and the Guardians of Clonmel Union - who 
would have conducted their own ease through their own Solicitors’ and 
must necessarily have abided the consequences of any result which id-lit 
heave ensued. ° 

Recently the Guardians of several other Unions have shown a disposition 
to decline reimbursing the Commissioners’ advances necessarily made from 
“ °™ ce way of advance ; and the Commissioners trust that 

aimcuities of this nature, arising from their position as owners of the Work- 
house property, will shortly be terminated by an alteration of the law ■ 
and that the expenses of legal process incidental to that property will be 
? *? ™11, as it is natural they should do, on the local rates for the 
relief of the destitute poor.

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CIRCULARS OF INSTRUCTION ISSUED UNDER T£E MEDICAL 
CHARITIES ACT, 14 & 15 VIC., c. 68. 



No. 1 . — Annual Appointment of Dispensary Committees and 
Wardens. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
23rd March, 1859. 

Sir, 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor 
in Ireland enclose herewith, for pie information and guidance of the Board 
of Guardians, a Copy of their Circular of the 22nd March, 1856, relating 
to the appointment of qualified Rate-payers to complete the Committees 
of Management of Dispensary Districts in the several Unions in Ireland, 
together with an Extract from their Circular of the 30th March, 1852, in 
reference to the appointment of Wardens under the provisions of the 50th 
section of 1 and 2 Vic., cap. 56. 

The Commissioners desire to call your attention to your duties in regard 
to these appointments, as pointed out in paragraph 2 of the enclosed Cir- 
cular ; and they request that you will make out and place befpre th.e 
Board a complete and correct list of the Guardians entitled, under the 7th 
section of the Medical Charities Act, to be Members of the several Com- 
mittees, showing the Committees upon which each Guardian is entitled 
to serve. 

The Commissioners further request that you will, on the Guardians pro- 
ceeding to the selection of qualified Rate-payers to complete the Dispen- 
sary Committees — and the appointment of Wardens— draw their special 
attention to paragraphs 5 and 6 of the Circular. 

As soon as the Committees shall have been completed for each District, 
the Guardians should fix a day for the first meeting of the Committee (at 
which they should appoint their Honorary Officers for the current year, 
in accordance with Articles 5 and 6 of the Dispensary Regulations), and 
notice thereof should be given to each Member of the new Committee, in 
accordance with Article 2 of the Dispensary Regulations. 

'b'he Cpmjnissioners further request your attention to Articles 1, 2, 3, 
4 ?> and 27 of the Regulations, copies of which are appended tp flje enclosed 

Circular.

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
22nd March, 1856. 

Sir, 

1 . The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor 
in Ireland desire to call the attention of the Board of Guardians to the pro- 
visions of section 7 of the Dispensaries Act, 14 & 15 Vic., c. 68, under which 
the requisite number of Members to complete the Committee of Manage- 
ment of each Dispensary District, is to be appointed, in each year, as soon as 
practicable after the Annual Election of Guardians in each Union. The 
section directs that “at the first Meeting of the Guardians after such Annual 
Election, or as soon thereafter as conveniently may be, the Committee of 
Management for the said Dispensary District shall be appointed” in manner 
provided therein, “ for the ensuing year ; and so likewise in each succeeding 
year.” 

2. Under the provisions of this section, the Guardians who are returned 
in the Annual Election of Guardians for the Union, become Members of the 
Committees of Management of the respective Dispensary Districts therein, 
in which they are resident, or are owners or occupiers of property situate in such 
Districts respectively ; and under the same section, the Board of Guardians 
will have to elect a sufficient number of Rate- payers, resident in each Dis- 
trict and liable to pay Poor Rates in respect of property therein of the net 
annual value of £30 at the least, so as (with the Ex-Officio and Elected Guar- 
dians resident or being the owners or occupiers of property in the District, 
who are thereby qualified and entitled to act on the Committee of each 
District), to complete the number of Members of whom the Committee of 
such District is to consist, as fixed by the Commissioners’ Order in that 
behalf. You should therefore, by a careful examination of the Rate Books of 
the Union, and the Register of Statements of Claim to Vote, make out a correct 
List showing the several Dispensary Districts of the Union in ivhich each Guar- 
dian is duly entitled to act on the Committee of Management, and submit the same 
to the Board of Guardians, for their information and guidance, before they proceed 
to the Election of qualified Rate-payers to complete the Committees of Manage- 
ment. 

3. In case the full number of Guardians be not returned in the Annual 
Election, so that any vacancies appear on the Returning Officer’s Return of 
the Election of Guardians for the Union, the Commissioners, in due course 
after the receipt of that Return, will issue an Order providing for a supple- 
mental Election to fill such vacancies in the Board of Guardians : and as the 
Guardians so to be elected will be entitled to act on the Dispensary Com- 
mittees of the respective Districts, according to the provisions of the Act 
above referred to, the Board of Guardians should elect only such number of 
qualified Rate-payers as would be necessary, if the number of Guardians 
eligible for the Union were now complete; so that the Guardians to be 
elected to supply vacancies may become Members of the respective Dispen- 
sary Committees upon which they may be qualified and entitled to act. 

4. The Commissioners at the same time desire to call the attention of the 
Board of Guardians to the annexed Extract from the Circular of the 30th 
March, 1852, relating to the appointment of “Wardens, who, as well as 
Members of the Dispensary Committees and Relieving Officers, are autho- 
rized by section 9 of the Dispensaries Act, to issue Tickets for Medical 
Relief under that Act. It will be observed that it is provided that the 
appointment of Wardens should be made within one month after the Annual 
Election of Guardians. 

5. It is desirable that the parties authorized to issue Tickets for Medical 
Relief in a Dispensary District should be selected for each District, as far as 
practicable, from different localities in the several parts of the District, so 
that sufficient facility for obtaining such relief, with due convenience to the 
sick poor resident in all parts of the District, may be afforded, by means of 
persons distributed over the whole District according to its requirements, 
having regard to the amount of population in its various parts and other 
local circumstances : and the Commissioners suggest to the Guardians the 
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No. 1.] Appointment of Dispensary Committees. 

propriety of keeping this consideration in view in the selection of Bate- 
payers for the Dispensary Committees and of Wardens. It will, therefore, 
be desirable for the Board, in making such selection, to have before them a 
list of the Guardians and Believing Officers entitled to issue Tickets for 
Medical Relief, showing their respective places of residence ; and to make 
their selection of Rate-payers and Wardens accordingly, from persons resi- 
dent in localities least provided with facility for obtaining such Tickets from 
other resident persons authorized to give them. 

6. The Commissioners also recommend the Guardians to select for Members 
of the Dispensary Committees such qualified Rate-payers as will be likely to be 
able and willing to assist in the due administration of the Dispensaries Act, by 
attending the Meetings of the Committee of Management of their District at the 
prescribed times, so as to insure, as far as practicable, regular Meetings of a 
sufficient number of the Committee for the due management of the Dispen- 
sary, and the transaction of the business arising under the Act, in accord- 
ance with the General Rules issued in pursuance thereof. It is the more 
important that this consideration should be kept in view in the selection of 
Rate-payers to complete the Dispensary Committees at the present time, 
inasmuch as those Committees are required by section 1 9 of the Act, to give 
their aid, in their respective Districts, in carrying into effect the sanitary 
directions and regulations issued under the Nuisances Removal and Diseases 
Prevention Acts, an object which demands the vigilant and continued atten- 
tion of all the local authorities, with a view to the adoption and enforcement 
of sanitary measures, in the abatement of nuisances and the removal of 
causes injurious to health. 

7. Your attention, as Clerk of the Union, is requested to your duties 
under Articles J , 2, 3, 4, and 27 (annexed hereto) of the General Dispensary 
Regulations of 16th December, 1853, in pursuance of which you will, as soon 
as the new Committees are completed by the Board of Guardians, make a 
Return to the Commissioners of the Names and Addresses of all the Members 
of each Committee, in the Form (No. 1,) prescribed for the purpose; and 
you will take care to fonvard such Return to this Office in due course, aa 
soon as the new Committees are constituted. 

8. You will likewise forward the prescribed Notice (Form No. 3,) to each 
Member of the respective Committees so constituted, and the List of their 
Names and Addresses (in Form No. 5,) to the Medical Officers of the respec- 
tive Districts, in accordance with the regulations. Herewith is enclosed a 
Form of Letter which you can use in transmitting to each Medical Officer 
the List for his District. Where there is more than one Medical Officer for 
any District, a copy of the entire List for the District is to be transmitted to 
each Medical Officer thereof. 

9. You will also take care that each of the persons authorized to issue 
Tickets for Medical Relief shall be supplied with “Medical Belief Ticket 
Check Books, ’ in the Forms (E 1 &2,) prescribed by the General Regula- 
tions of 16th December, 1853, for the purpose. 

10. In case any of the Members of the present Dispensary Committees, or 
Wardens, be not reappointed on the expiration of their present term of 
office, and consequently cease thereupon to have authority to issue Tickets 
for Medical Relief, you will transmit to them the Notice prescribed in such 
case (Form No. 6.) 

11. You should immediately take the necessary steps for obtaining, if you 
have not already done so, the requisite supply of the Forms above referred 
to, (Nos. 1 , 3, 5, and 6: and Forms of Ticket Books E 1 and E 2), which 
should be procured from the Printer in the ordinary manner, without delay, 
in pursuance of Article 27 of the Regulations.

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Extract from Circular of 30tli March, 1852, as to Appointment 
of Wardens, referred to in Paragraph 4 of the foregoing Circular 
of 22nd March, 1856. 

1 . The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor 
in Ireland desire to call the attention of the Board of Guardians to the pro- 
visions of the 50th Section of the Irish Poor Relief Act, 1 and 2 Vic., c. 56, 
under which the Board of Guardians of every Union in Ireland is required, 
“within one Month after the Annual Election of Guardians, to appoint a tit 
person in each Parish or Townland, or any part thereof, respectively, 
included in such Union, to he and he styled the Warden for such Parish, 
Townland, or part thereof.” It appears that in some Unions the provisions 
of this section have not been duly and regularly complied with ; and the 
Commissioners request the attention of the Guardians to the subject, in 
reference to the due administration of Medical Relief to the Sick Poor under 
the Medical Charities Act, 14 and 15 Vic., c. 68, under section 9 of which, 
Wardens, as well as Members of Dispensary Committees and Relieving 
Officers, are the parties empowered to afford Medical Relief, by the issue of 
Tickets for the same as therein provided, after the necessary arrangements 
for the purpose shall have been made. 

2. With regard to the Districts which it may be advisable to assign to the 
Wardens, it will be observed that a Warden may be appointed for a Parish, 
or Townland, or any part thereof. The Commissioners apprehend that it 
will not generally be necessary to appoint a separate Warden for each Town- 
land, or a subdivision thereof; and difficulty might arise in selecting so 
many persons willing to act, as would be requisite for the appointment of 
these officers for such Districts, which would in many cases be of very small 
extent. As the Guardians are enabled to appoint a Warden for a Parish, 
or any part of a Parish, the Commissioners suggest for their consideration 
whether it may not be advisable for them so to arrange the Wardens’ 
Districts, as to appoint one at least for each Parish, or portion of a Parish, 
included in each Electoral Division. The Commissioners, however, are 
desirous that this suggestion should not be understood as intended to limit 
the Guardians to this number of Wardens, or to interfere with their discre- 
tion in regard to the Districts for which they may think it desirable from 
local circumstances to appoint them in accordance with the Act. 

Extract from General Order of 16th December, 1853, containing 
the General Regulations for Dispensary Districts, referred to 
in Paragraph 7 of foregoing Circular of 22nd March, 1856. 

Article 1 Immediately on the completion of a new Committee of Manage- 

ment for each Dispensary District after each Annual Election of Guardians 
in the Union, the Clerk of the Union shall make a Return, in the Form No. 1, 
annexed to this Order, to Us the said Commissioners, of the Names and 
Addresses of the respective Members of the Committee ; and in like manner on 
any Election by the Board of Guardians of a Rate-payer or Rate-payers to 
fill any vacancy or vacancies in any such Committee, the Clerk shall make 
a Return to Us, in the Eorm No. 2, annexed to this Order. 

Article 2 The Clerk of the Union shall, on the appointment of a new 

Committee after each Annual Election of the Guardians of the said Union, send 
to each Member of the Committee for every Dispensary District, a Notice in the 
annexed Form No. 3 ; and on the Election of any Rate-payer to supply a 
Vacancy at any time in any of the said Committees, the Clerk shall send to 
him a Notice in the annexed Eorm No. 4. 

Article 3 Immediately upon the annual completion of any new Committees 

as aforesaid, the Clerk of the Union shall furnish each Medical Officer of the 
respective Districts with a List, according to the annexed Form No. 5, of the 
Names and Addresses of the Members of the Committee of the District of which 
lie is a Medical Officer; and also of the Names and Residences of every 
Relieving Officer and Warden acting as such for any Electoral Division 
included in such District ; and the Medical Officer shall lay such List before 
the Committee of Management at their first meeting after receipt thereof. 
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And the Clerk shall in like manner notify, from time to time, any changes 
from death or otherwise, of Members of the Committee of Management, 
Relieving Officers, or Wardens in any Districts, to the respective Medical 
Officers thereof, who shall lay such notification before the Committee of 
Management at their first meeting after receipt thereof. 

Article 4.— Whenever any person ceases to be a Member of the Committee , 
or a Warden , on the expiration of a period for which he is appointed, the 
Clerk of the Union shall transmit to him, a Notice in the Form No. 6, hereto 
annexed , apprizing him of the cessation of his power to issue Tickets for 
Medical Relief and requiring him to return to the Board of Guardians any 
forms of the Tickets for Medical Relief, which had been issued to him in the 
Medical Relief Ticket Check Books (Forms E 1 and E 2 hereinafter men- 
tioned), and which may not have been used. 

Article 27. — The Board of Guardians shall from time to time, as may be 
necessary, cause to be provided a sufficient supply of Books, Stationery, 
and Forms prescribed by this or any other Order under our Seal, and all 
other requisites, for the use of each Committee of Management ; and shall 
also cause a sufficient number of Check Boohs of Medical Relief Tickets, accord- 
ing to the annexed Forms E 1 and E 2, to be provided, and cause a sufficient 
supply of such Check Books to be furnished to each Member of every Dispensary 
Committee in the Union, and to each Relieving Officer and Warden therein.

1. Some changes having taken place in the constitution of the new 
Committees of Management for Dispensary Districts, in pursuance of sec.

Article o — At the first Meeting of the Committee of each District after 
the annual appointment of a new Committee, they shall elect from their own tody 
a Chairman and Vice-Chairman, each of whom shall continue to act as such 
until the appointment of a new Committee, unless he shall previously die, 
resign, or become incapable or disqualified by ceasing to be a Member of the 
Committee. And if a Chairman or Vice-Chairman die, resign his office, or 
become incapable or disqualified as aforesaid to act as such Chairman or 
Vice-Chairman, before the expiration of the term of office for which lie was 
appointed, the Committee shall, within one month after the occurrence of 
such death, resignation, incapacity, or disqualification, elect some other 
Member of the Committee to such office, as the case may require. 

Article 6 — The Committee shall at their first Meeting after each annual 
appointment of a neto Committee, and afterwards from time to time on the 
occurrence of any vacancy, appoint from their own hodij an Honorary Secretary 
and an Honorary Assistant Secretary, who shall continue to hold their 
respective offices during the pleasure of the Committee, or until death

By the 1st Section of the Act the Medical Officer oi each Dispensary 
District is required to attend at some convenient place in each Vaccin- 
ation District comprised within the Dispensary District, to be approved 
by the Committee, at such times as the Committee may fix or approve, 
for the purpose of performing Vaccination. The Commissioners have 
suggested, in the Circular above referred to, the months of April or May, 
and September or October, as the most suitable for this purpose, and th.it 
the Medical Officer should he required to give not less than three attend- 
ances at each of those periods with an interval of one week between the 
attendances ; and by their sealed Order they have prescribed the Form of 
Notice to be given of the Medical Officer’s attendances. 

The Commissioners request that the Committee will be so good as to 
take tbe necessary steps, without delay, if they have not already done so, 
for the performance of the Periodical Vaccination for the present season ;

to the sick poor, by the delay which sometimes occurs in obtaining them 
owing to the .distance at which Contractors in many cases reside ; and by 
which also loss is sometimes sustained by the Union, numbers of them
